This week, on July 25, “the eightieth 
birthday of Lord BALFOUR is to be cele- 
brated. Members of Parliament, in which 
he has had so long and so distinguished a 
career, both in the Commons and the 
Lords, are to present him with a gift ap- 
propriate to the occasion. Tt is seid that 
the choice will be a fine automobile, Lord 
BALFOUR was in rather poor health dur- 
ing a good part of the Winter, but is re- 
ported now to have regained his custom- 
ary vigor. Even. if his physical. strength 
is inevitably somewhat abated, his mental 
powers remain full and alert., When he 
resigned the leadership of the Conserva- 
tive Party, about fifteen years-ago, he 
explained, in a frank and modest speech 
to his constituents, that there is always 
danger that a mat’ of ‘advancing years 
will become so set-in hie -ways; and_so 
little responsive to new ideas, as to unfit 
him for the work of an active political 
leader. But certainly. Lord BALFOUR him- 
_gelf has since then given slight indica- 
tions of having become hardened in 
either intellect or arteries.

It is also true that the platforms 
have come to hold party loyalty sus- 
pended in a rather weak solution. The 
discouraging doctrine—stressed in the 
call to this very conference of the pro- 
 fessors—that if a party is really divided 
over an issue it might just as well say 
so and straddle it, has had depressing 
illustration ‘both at Kansas City and 
Houston. The agenda of the Iowa 
gathering contained twenty-two topics. 


o { Seeking light from the party platforms, 


the professors found a “discernible dit- 
ference” between the Republicans and 
Democrats in only two—Nicaragua and 
the use of the injunction in labor 
disputes. 

The hollowness of the platforms may 
tend to weaken the parties and to breed 
independents, but it requires hardihood 
to ‘predict it. will result in the early 
break-up of the parties themselves. Their 
strength does not lie in platforms alone, 
How far doeg the record of Democratic 
achievement in this State, for example, 
reflect mere party utterance? To what 
extent does the vitality of the party 
depend on its. biennial platforms? Or- 
gavization and leadership have plainly 
had much more to do with Governor 
SmitH’s success. In the national field, 
too, recent history is full of examples 
of the vitalizing influence of personality. 
Nor can a platform anticipate a crisis 
like war, yet a party's fate at the polls 
may depend on how it meets such en 
emergency. 

Minority parties have seldom been able 
to get a lasting foothold in America. 
Nor has the recent experience of Huro- 
pean Governments, old and new, with 
the “ bloc” system been of a sort to in- 
cite emulation on this side of the Atlan- 
tic. One of our Presidential candidates 
has remarked: 

No student will say that times do not 
arise when a. realignment of ideas 
justifies a break in the established 
Yanks, and the threat of it does much 
to “keep parties alive to public need, 
but ‘there is infinitely more ‘stable 
and orderly progress if we can mold 
our gystem on two-party lines.

ELLEN TERRY. 

Too many years ago the chimes. in 
Warwick were playing an air which the 
white-bearded, frock-coated barber, who 
looked as an M. P.- ought but seldom 
does, said was “Warwickshire Lads and 
Lasses.”" Ten miles away, in Coventry 
of the mystery plays, you saw the birth- 
house of the Warwickshire lass who per- 
sonified in the memory of two genera- 
tions the most gracious and vital of 
SHAKESPEARE’S women. That Warwick- 
shire lad has been supplanted, we be- 
lieve, by the modest Irishman who 
teaches socialism to girls; but there aré, 
or used to be, two birthplaces, two com- 
memorative tablets, of ELLEN TeRRY in 
one narrow little Coventry street. 

Living, she had become something of 
a legend in her native town, Dead, she 
lives with all-her enchantmentg for those 
survivors: who saw and heard her. Her 
instinetive grace in repose and move- 
ment, her voice, her smile, linger in old 
heads, expressions and evocations of that 
charmed world in which we followed her 
so long, She was born-for, almost fn,’ 
the theatre, of a family of talent. She 
learned the “tradition” of the English 
stage when it still had one, No actress 
could have had a better training. Yet 
one always felt in her the personal dis- 








tinction, the influence, the communica- ; 


ble richness of a generous nature. A 
German scholar who saw her play 
Puck, “a blond, roguish girl” of 8, in 
CHARLES KEAN’s revival of “ A Midsum- 
mer Night's Dream,” dwells on her scrag- 
giness, dislikes her, calls her “a down- 
“right intolerable, precocious, genuine 
“ English, ill-bred, unchildlike child. Ney- 
“ertheless, the impression of her mere 
“appearance is so deep that I cannot 
“imagine a grown-up Puck with a full 
“neck and round.arms,” 

The old pedant detested her, but she 
* got under his waistcoat.”. So, later, we 
were all to become her victims. She was 
not seen here till she was nearing middle | 
age, according to the almanacs, Like 
Puck or Ariel, she was timeless. She 
radiated youth and kindness and gayety. 
She came and went, again and again. 
We were older. She could not be old; 
She had great variety of personation. 
She did not “ play ELLEN Terry.” It was 
part of her secret that we always at- 
tributed to her something of the char- 
acters she represented, 

She was Portia, Katherine—just for a 
lark—Viola, Olivia, Mistress Page. Es- 
pecially was she Beatrice, Unfortunatc- 
ly, Sir HeENRyY’s Benedick seemed to have 
@ touch of Malvolio, She was a whole 
gallery of lovely, mischievous, tender or 
tragic figures. In one of the Irving com- 
panies a fresh young voice used to sing 
“ Under the Greenwood Tree” so that 
there flowed from it the pathos of exile, 
forest peace,.an -indefinable regret for 
something lost, ’*the ‘tears of things.” 
So the name of ELLEN TERRY revivifies, 
for some of us, hours of expectancy and 
enjoyment at the theatre. As we would 
not\admit that ELLEN TERRY could be 
old, so we will not have Aer dead.

Now Johns Hopkins University an- 
mouncés that it will open next Fall an 
Institute for the’ Study of Law, though 
no students will be accepted for the first 
year. Johns Hopkins is: an’ originator;

The new institution is the School of Ju: 
risprudence contemplated in 1910 and 
completes the project of expansion then 
begun. There are lawyers enough, such 
as they are, Gop knows, Baltimore has 
no malign motive of adding to them. The 
Institute is established for _ 

the study of the economic and social ef- 
fects of law; the clarification and sim- 
plification of law; the training of ju- 
rists.and codifiers and the guidance of 
writers of textbooks and thinkers upon 
the human effects of law. 

It will be no nursery of practicing law- 
yers, but what may be called a school of 
research into legal problems and their 
replications on the community. Men like 
Judge CARDOZO, Mr, Justice StTons; 
CHARLES EVANS HUGHES and ELIHU 
Roor, who have dwelt again and again 
upon the social necessity of such research 
and ampler advantages.for pursuing it, 
are among the advisers consulted by the 
founders. The first Faculty consists of 
four eminent scholars. In the future the 
American Law Institute may be able to 
draw from this ‘source competent aid in. 
labors that promise to be immortal. 

“Research” is @ word one looks at a 
little doubtfully, so much dry-as-dusting, 
so much barren collection, such sapless 
unoriginality, does it too often connote. 
Fortunately, this Johns Hopkins scheme,

fers the scientific investigation of an in- 
calculably rich field.

In Tae Times of July 1 Eliot Tuck- 
erman replies to my letter published 
in the issue of June 24, which -was 
prompted by his letters in the issues 
of June 10, Feb. 7 and earlier dates. 
His avowed purpose is to induce the 
United States to adopt the ‘‘true con- 
struction’’ of Article 5 of the Consti- 
tution, which says. that Congress 
shall propose amendments ‘‘whenever 
two-thirds of both houses shall deem 
it necessary.’’ He thinks this means 
two-thirds of all the members in each 
house voting separately. 

The Twelfth Amendment, .in 1803, 
received less than such a two-thirds 
vote, and Congress made a practical 
construction of this obvious} erg 
uous provision to the effect that it 
rds of a quorum of 
voting members. In 1794 the Elev- 
enth Amendment received more than 
two-thirds of all the members in each 
house, so the question did not arise. 
There appears to be no record of the 
votes by which the first ten amend- 
ments were proposed in 1789, so we 
do not know how the question was 
decided, if it arose at that time. 

The statesmen of 1803 appear to 
have thought the question was de- 
cided in 1789 in favor of two-thirds 
of a quorum. Mr, Tuckerman thinks 
they based their conclusion.on a mis- 
take as to the facts. Whether he is 
right or wrong, it is certain that both 
houses of Congress have uniformly 
followed the rule adopted in 1803 with 
reference to the proposal of amend- 
ments and also in the matter of pass- 
ing a bill over the President's veto, 
as to which the requirement is simi- 
lar, Occasionally the opinion has 
been expressed in Congress that a 
vote of two-thirds of all the members 
is necessary by members opposed to 
the amendment or bill then pending, 
but the point has been invariably 
overruled by the presiding officers 
and also by the Senate and House 
when appeals were taken from the 
decision of the Chair. 


The Missouri Pacific Case. 


The first test in the Federal courts 
with reference to passing a bill over 
a veto was in 1919, when the Su- 
preme Court in Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way Company v. Kansas unanimous- 
ly sustained the rule followed by 
Congress. The suit was brought to 
invalidate the Webb-Kenyon law 
enacted to prevent transportation of 


liquor into prohibition States, and 
the law was held valid, although it 
was passed over a veto by a vote of 
less than. two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers. With reference to amendments, 
the first test was in 1920, when the 
Supreme Court in the national pro- 
hibition cases unanimously held that 
—_ gece errrivenss eg _— 
e yY proposed, oug’ n € 
eae it received a vote less than 
two-thirds of all the members. 

Mr. Tuckerman appeared with the 
late Everett P. Wheeler, as “amici 
curiae,’’ and filed a brief against the 
Webb-Kenyon law. Long after those 
cases were decided, Mr. Tuckerman 
discovered ‘‘new evidence,’’ chiefly a 
letter written by Gouverneur Morris 
and published in a biography of that 
statesman in 1832, and announced 
that the Supreme Court should re- 
consider its decision. He said. such 
a result ‘‘might’”’ invalidate the High- 
teenth Amendment, but he attacked 
no other amendment, although 
several, including the Nineteenth 
(Woman Suffrage), were tainted 
with the same illegality, if judged by 
his rule. In discussing ‘“‘the two- 
thirds vote’? in newspapers and in 
magazine articles (Constitutional Re- 
view for October, 1927; Mass. Law 
Quarterly for May, 1927), he errone- 
ously. stated that the Nineteenth 
Amendment was ‘‘properly passed,”’’ 
in accordance with his rule, and su 
peeaged the: original vote of 65 to 
n the Senate on the BHighteenth 
Amendment. 


A Conclusion Suggested. 


It was obvious that the actual legal 
and practical situation was not being 
given to the public, and the conclu- 
sion was naturally suggested that the 
establishment of the ‘‘correct’’ con- 
stitutional rule for the future was 
not the main object of the propa- 
ganda. This seemed more probable 
for the reason that Mr. Tuckerman, 
instead of pursuing the logical and 
easy method of raising the question 
of the, ‘‘two-thirds vote’? again in the 
Supreme Court, chose the impracti- 
cable method in ao to reopen 
the decision in regard to the High- 
teenth Amendment. Hight years have 
passed since that decision, and nine 
years since the amendment became 
a part of the Constitution. The time 
for any of the parties to ask for a 
rehearing has long since passed. 

The obvious way to obtain a recon- 
sideration of the question is to chal- 
lenge the very next amendment 
which is “‘improperly’’ proposed by 
Congress—that is, a vote of less 
than two-thirds of the entire mem- 
bership in each house—and to make 
the challenge before the amendment 
becomes a& part of the Constitution; 
The court is not disposed to destroy 
arrangements which have ‘passed 
into history. Nor will it probably be 
necessary to wait till another amend- 
ment is “improperly” proposed by 
Congress. The opportunity would 
seem to be here, as if fashioned for 
the P gd pov e ‘“Twentieth’’ 
(Chil bor) Amendment, still 

ending before the State Legislatures 
or ratification, was proposed in the 
Senate by a vote of only 61 members 
out of a total of 96.

On 
a mere “rising vote’’ it was 47 to 
in favor of concurring in the 
changes. Mr. Tuckerman says they 
were not “incidental matters,’’ but 
he carefully refrains from naming 
them. They related (1) to the time 
when the amendment should go into 
effect, (2) to the number of years 
which should be allowed for ratifica- 
tion, and (3) to the agencies to which 
enforcement should be entrusted. If 
they were not incidentals or details 
what would be? Should this infor- 
mal vote of 47 to 8 for concurrence 
in details determine that two-thirds 
of the members did not deem the 
amendment necessary, although the 
vote was nearly six to one? Or 
should the original vote on the 
merits, with sixty-five voting for it 
and seventy-two recorded in favor of 
it, determine that at least sixty-four 
did deem it necessary? And did Mr. 
Tuckerman do the fair thing by the 
public. when he mentioned only the 
vote of 47 to 8, 2 9 epee the orig- 
inal vote of 65 to 20? 

What about. the real meaning of 
Articles 5? What rule can be found 
in the expression, “‘whenever two- 
thirds of both houses shall deem it 
necessary’’? If Gouverneur Morris, 
as ‘“‘the draftsman of the Constitu- 
tion,” is responsible for this loose 
and ambiguous clause, he deserves 
less praise than has usually been ac- 
corded him, If he had insisted on 
making it clear and definite, in- 
stead of waiting sixteen years and 
then writing a letter telling what he 
thought it was intended to mean, he 
would have rendered a real service. 
The framers. of the Constitution 
knew how to be explicit. "They pro- 
vided that when a President is to be 
chosen by the House of Representa- 
tives, the vote being taken by States, 
‘a quorum for this purpose shall 
consist of a member or members 
from two-thirds of the States; and a 
majority of all the States shall be 
Toe to a choice.”’ (Article 2, 
Sec, 1. 


Many Possible Constructions. 


But in the important matter of 
amendments, they did not state what 
number should constitute a quorum, 


or whether the required two-thirds 
should be based on (1) the entire 
possible membership, (2) the entire 
actual membership at the time, (3) 
a voting quorum, or (4) the mem- 
bers present, or whether in any case 
the requirement should be two- 
thirds of each house voting sep- 
arately, or two-thirds of the com- 
bined membership of both houses; as 
though they were voting in joint 
session. It appears that all the 
above possibilities have had their 
champions. With such a clause to 
interpret, the practical construction 
made by Congress, beginning not 
more than fourteen years after the 
organization of the Government, 
when the memories of seg, hchagy 
statesmen must have gone ck to 
the early years, would seem to have 
much authority behind it. 

It has not worked badly. With re- 
spect to the five amendments pro- 
posed in the past twenty years,‘ the 
affirmative votes on the merits have 
fallen below two-thirds of the full 
membership on only three occasions 
out of the ten votes taken, and then 
only by a small margin. The wigh- 
teenth Amendment lacked seven votes 
in the House; the Nineteenth lacked 
eight votes in the Senate, and the 
‘“‘Twentieth” lacked three votes in 
the Senate. In each case the defi- 
ciency was more than made up by the 
affirmative ‘‘votes’’ recorded in the 
form of pairs and announcements 
for absent members. With refer- 
ence to the Seventeenth and EHigh- 
teenth Amendments, one of the houses 
voted to concur in changes made by 
the other house in regard to details, 
and the affirmative vote fell some- 
what short of two-thirds of the en- 
tire membership: It would appear 
that no harm hasbeen done yet. 

What is to be said of Mr. Tucker- 
man’s ‘‘new evidence’? Much of 
it is not new; and much is not evi- 
dence. Among the *‘contemporary 
interpretations’’ which were not 
*‘brought to the Court's attention’’ 
and which, he thinks, would justify 
a “reargument,” is a e in 
Washington’s first inaugural address, 
in which he said to Congress: 

**Besides the ordinary objects sub- 
mitted to your care, it will» remain 
with your judgment to decide how 
far an exercise of the occasional 
power delegated by the Fifth Article 
of the Constitution is rendered ex- 
pedient at the present juncture.” 

Of course; no passage quoted from 
an: inaugural ‘address delivered by 
Washington can called ‘‘new,’’ 
and this one certainly has little bear- 
ing on the meaning of ‘two-thirds 
of both housés.”’

New York Association Reports Increasing Demand for 
Advice. and Gives Simple Rules

Requests are coming in increasing 
numbers to the New York Tubercu- 
losis and Health Association for in- 
formation not: only on how to deal 
with tuberculosis, but also on how to 
prevent this needless disease, 
meet this encouraging demand the 
information service of the associa- 
tion is equipped with very complete 
data on every phase of tuberculosis. 
Needed information on tuberculosis, 
and on heart disease and other pre- 
ventable diseases as weil, is given 
gladly, without charge, to all who 
ask. 


Elementary preventive measures, 
compressed into the smallest possible 
com , are as follows: 

1. Fresh air: Be sure there is fresh 
air in the rooms where you work and 
sleep. In the bedroom at least one 
window should. be open at top and 
bottom: Night air air. In 
the city it better day -air. 
Walk all. you can in the open air 


aes,“ day. 

2, Food: .No. matter how. simple 
meals may be, they should be varied. 
Eat plenty of vegetables and green 
food. Eat slowly. Drink plenty of wa- 
ter. It is healthful between meals or 
with meals, just so you don’t ‘‘wash 
down’’ your food with it. 

3. Clothing: Adapt it to the season 
and to the temperature. Protect 
your body from extremes of heat and 
cold, from sudden changes of tem- 
perature and from wet. 

4, Cleanliness: A warm bath with 
soap at least once a week. A daily 
shower if possible. Wash your hands 
well before each meal. hh teeth 
before breakfast and before bed- 
time daily. 

5. Rest: Get enough sleep at night. 
Rest also, if you can, for brief 
periods during the day, and sit or lie 
down a. few minutes ‘ore the eve- 
ning meal, 

6. Watch your health. If you have 
a cough or cold that ‘‘hangs on,’’ go 
to your doctor or to the nearest 
tuberculosis clinic for examination. 
It may prevent a serious illness. It 
is good to get well, but it is far bet- 
ter to keep well. it dat go to your 
doctor once a or a thorough 
health examination, in the long run 
you will pay far less for medical 
services than if you wait for illness. 

7. A warning: medicines ad- 
vertised as ‘‘cures’* for tuberculosis 
are cruel frauds. Don’t waste your 
regres or your health on them. 

8. Finally: The information ser- 
vice of this association is maintained 
solely to provide reliable health. in- 
formation for you and others. who 
wish it. It is free.

CABLE CODE CHANGE 
WOULD HIT AMERICA 


Government and Business Firms 
Here Are Greatest Users 
of the System.

WASHINGTON, July 17:—The 
questionnaire on the code language 
changes proposed in the Cortina re- 
port recently sent out.by the State 
Department ’to some two hundred or 
more business firms represented at 
the. hearing at the United. States 
Chamber of Commerce in Washing- 
ton last month has already had a 
response from a large number of 
these concerns, according to Major 
William F, Friedman, Secretary to 
the American Delegation to the In- 
ternational Telegraph Conference, ‘to 
be held at Brussels on Sépt. 10; 1928. 

Coincident with the preparation of 
these questions, which were decided 
upom by) a-special committee of ‘rep- 
resentative ‘businéss men that at- 
tended the code language meeting 
here, a book of about 165 pages, con- 
taining a complete report and copies 
of all the exhibits presented at the 
hearing, is heing-published under the 
direction of the State Department. 
About one hundred copies will be 
available to firms desiring the details 
of the arguments presented by attor- 
neys from all over the country on the 
code language situation; as affecting 
their clients, at a cost estimated at 
$30 per brief, 

As William R. Vallance, Assistant 
Solicitor of the State Department, 
pointed out at the hearing, the Gov- 
ernment is placed in the position of 
taking a neutral stand in the matter 
of the proposed change in rates and 
regulations, though various branches 
of the Federal service are constantly 
using international. cable and ‘tele- 
graph communication lines and might 
reasonably be expected to have some 
interest in the matter from the stand- 
point of consumer.

Hooker Electro- 
Chemical Company: to mes its. two- 
million-dollar plant in Portland, and 
its subsequent location in Tacoma, 
where benefits of industrial power 
rates from a i Pecan power plant 
were obtained, has made the public 
ownership issue here acute. One- 
third of the production expenditures 
of this company for electrical power, 
and. the differential in rates is re- 
garded the determining factor 
against locating here, in spite of a 
statement to:the contrary by officials 
of the company’ to the Portland 
Chamber of Commerce.

People Rejected Merger. 


In April the Portland : Electric 
Power Company and the ‘Northwest- 
ern ‘Electric Company asked the 


people of the city: to authorize a 
merger of the two concerns, point- 
out that a general reduction in rates 
would be made effective as a result 
of reduced overhead expenses. The 
proposal was rejected at a special 
election by more than two to one, 
due in a large measure to popular 
distrust. 

At the time it was proposed that 
the city acquire- one of the com- 
panies and operate it. The .com- 
pany generally considered as being 
the most desirable was the North- 
western Electric Company, the fran- 
chise of which makes possible its 
aequisition by the city at its expira- 
tion in 1986. The Portland Blectric 
Power Company franchise was grant- 
ed in 1890 for an indefinite period 
and without any purchase clause: 

The present city Administration re- 
cently requested the State Public 
Service Commission to readjust’ the 
rates. A hearing was held July 12, 
at which the commission refused to 
admit evidence from the city regard- 
ing valuations of utility properties 
and adjourned to Oct. 1. 

The city had data prepared to 
show that valuations fixed in 1916 
included ‘‘fictitious’’ values, which 
should not be included in the valua- 
tion base for determining rates. Ac- 
cording to Kenneth Harlan, the 
city’s expert, the valuation fixed by 
the State Commission at that time 
would be $11,495,921 with water 
power items eliminated, as compared 
with the valuation of $16,046,115. af- 
fixed by the commission, which in- 
cluded the sites. The contention is 
that the sites, unless developed by, 
and at the expense of the company, 
are property of the State.

EDITORS’ CHALLENGE 
ROUSES ITALTANS 


Writers Eager to Get on Fascist 
Team to Fight French in 
Duels Over Nobile. 


RICKETS TRACED IN DANTE 


After Examining Bones Doctor An- 
nounces Poet Had Disease——Parits 
of italy Suffer Intense Heat.

ROME, July 19.—Mario Carli and 
Emilio Settimelli, co-proprietors and 
co-editors of L’Impero. Rome’s ultra- 
Fascist. newspaper, supply the jaded 
Italian .population, especially in 
these months of intense heat; with 
more excitement and entertainment 
than all the rest.of the Italian press. 

They are a. couple of swashbuck- 
ling, fire-eating and fighting writers, 
whose main stock in trade is a 
vitriolic pen. They are men of daunt- 
less. courage and a passion for duel-

They call. to mind another famous 
couple in Italian journalism, one of 
whom on being asked. what their re- 
spective. duties. on. the .newspaper 
were, answered:

Now, not. content with fighting, the 
a eae man-to-man duel, they are 
doing. their best to force Italian 
journalism into.a collective, free-for- 
all. fight with French journalism... It 
all arose from an article. published 
by the Matin which. commented on 
the fact that a score of men were 
suffering or dying in the Arctic as a 
result of the flight of the Italia, while 
Genera] Nobile, the leader of the 
expedition, was the first to be saved 
and rested in comfort at Kings Bay. 

This’ was’ interpreted by Mario 
Carli and Emilio Settimelli as a. dead- 
ly insult to the whole Italian nation, 
and they. sent. to the editor of the 
Matin this letter, which is typical of 
their outspoken style: 

“TIgnoble slanderer! 

“We don't confuse the Matin with 
the French people, who certainly do 
not..share .your opinions, which are 
worthy only, of .a .hog wallowing in 
filth.

Declares Dante Had Rickets. 


Dr. Rosolino Babinvu of Ravenna, in 
an article published by the press here, 
makes the statement that Dante’ suf- 
fered from rachitis; or rickets as it 
is.more generally known. The basis 
of the assertion rests on three funda- 
mental elements which: permit‘an ac- 
curate. reconstruction. of. the. great 
poet’s face to be made, namely, con- 
temporary descriptions and ntings 
and a study of the bones of his head.

says, unmistakable signs of rickets. 
The doctor attempts to prove his 
point by a series of abstruse consid- 
erations on. the. bones of .Dante’s 
head which are not readily under-

English Magistrate Fines Man Who

Wed Despite Her Parents. 


Because William Goodman, 25 
years old, of Leeds,’ England, wanted 
to marry Dorothy Webster Simpson, 
18—an alliance forbidden by the 
girl’s parents—he made: a.false-dec- 
laration® as to" her age atid ‘for this 
offense the focal court fined him £25 
with. £5 -costs and. gave: -him.. three 
months in which to pay up with’ the 
alternative’ of three ‘months’ ‘im- 
prisonment.

Commonwealth Fund 
Fellowships, which enables English 
university graduates to study in the 
United States for two years, has just 
issued a report on the project which 
has béen in operation for thrée years. 
According. to. the: prospectus the 
fund was founded in the hope that 
the fellowships ‘might prove of 
value in strengthening. mutual amity 
and understanding between Great 
Britain and the United States.’”” The 
report includes extracts from stu- 
dents’ ‘letters.

PUTS PENNSYLVANIA IN LEAD 


Ohio, West Virginia and Colorado 
Also Cited as Centres of Représ- 
sive Activities. 


Pennsylvania is listed ahead of all 
other States in violations of civil lib- 
erties, according to the annual report 
of the American Civil Liberties Union, 
which. calls attention to a condition 
of less active: repression but more 
settied intolerance in the United 
States today, In order to help dimin- 
ish ‘‘settled intolerance and fixed 
habits of repression,”” the union is 
planning a wide educational cam- 
paign against restrictive practices. 

The report, issued .yesterday, cites 
@s evidence of diminished repression 
the release of all political prisoners 
but one, no new prosecutions under 
criminal syndicalism or sedition laws 
except in Pennsylvania, the failure 
of all repressive laws introduced in 
Congress and State Legislatures, and 
the lowest number in years of cases 
of mob vioience; police interference 
with meetings and dismissals of 
teachers for their views. 

A reason given for the decrease in 
Pression is that ‘there is little to 
repress.”” The union says that mili- 
tancy in the labor movement has de- 
clined ‘and radical political move- 


ments are not strong. enough to 
arouse fear. The attitude of the gen- 
eral public is characterized in the re- 
rae as ‘‘one of indifference and in- 
lerance more settled and apathetic 
than at any time since the war.’”’ 
Sees Machinery Intact. 

The machinery of repression, how- 
ever, according to the union, is in- 
tact, the chief centres of conflict in 
recent months having been in. the 
coal. fields. of Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
West Virginia and Colorado. ‘The 
number of violations of civil rights 
in these centres during the last year 
is reported by the union as outnum- 
bering those for all the rest of the 
country put. together, and Pennsyl- 
vania, leading all others, is the only 
State, the union says, where the se- 
dition law is still invoked. 

In two States, Colorado and Illi- 
nois, conditions of repression are re-| 
Bese as worse—in Colorado, due to 

e coal strike, and in Illinois on ac- 
count of the “activities of military 
patriotic organizations.’’ The most

| Will Establish Museum With Col- 


lection Donated by the 


PHILADELPHIA, July 21.—A price- 
less collection of chemical memora- 
bilia assembled by Dr. Edgar Fahs/| 4 
Smith, who was Provost of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania for ten years, 
has been presented to the University 
by his widow, Mrs. Margie A. Smith, 
and will be preserved in its present 
setting in the Harrison Chemica] 
Laboratory. © 

The university is making special 
arrangements to safeguard the col- 
lection. It will continue to be acces- 
sible to visitors and students, many 
of whom during Dr..Smith’s lifetime 
had frequent recourse to it for re- 
search work. 

The collection comprises three main 
divisions. The first contains about 
500 autographed letters and manu- 
scripts of eminent chemists of all na- 
tionalities; the second is made up of 


‘approximately 1,000 portrait prints 


and. engravings of prominent chem- 
ists from the days. of the alchemists 
to the present, and the third consists 
of nearly 1,000 books on alchemy and 
chemistry. 

In addition, there.are. a number of 
chemical preparations. and a variety 
of apparatus which Dr. Smith, had 
accumulated during his career as 
teacher and research worker, and an 
unusually rare collection of books 
and ea tan relating to the his- 
tory of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania and the lives of outstanding 
alumni and members_of the Faculty. 

Of Dr. Smith’s books on alchemy 
and chemistry the majority are in 
their original bindings and many. are 

rinted Latin, German old 

rench. 

The oldest book is Geber’s ‘‘Al- 
chemy’’ which. was, printed in Nurem- 
burg in. 1545, while probably one of 
the rarest in the collection is the 
‘‘Theatrum Chemicum Britannicum’’ 
printed in London “‘at the Angel in 
Cornhill” in 1652. This work -was 
edited by Elias Ashmole and oan 
tains a series of old English 
on alchemy, one of which 5 
Geoffrey Chaucer. 

Letters from ‘eminent chemists of 
all nations from the earliest times 
down to those of Pasteur and Mme. 
Curie are among the = et gp 
manuscripts. Notable amo ese is 
one addressed by Joseph estley 
in 1792 to the members of the Na- 
tional Assembly of. France, declining 
*“‘nomination:.to the National Con- 
vention.”’ 

In 1898 when Dr. Smith was elected 
Vice Provost of the university he 
became intensely interested in_ its 
early history and his zeal in collect- 
ing material bearing on that subject 
soon resulted in his accumulation of 
@ variety of rare items, many of 
which cannot be duplicated else- 
where. 

When the Harrison Chemical La- 
boratory was erected at the univer- 
sity in 1894, Dr. Smith selected two 
rooms for his offices and these he 
continued to occupy until his death, 
making them the depository for his 
collections. 

They assumed the appearance of a 
chemical museum, and as news of 
the variety and rarity of tie collec- 
tion became known, the rooms be- 
came @ mecca for students of the 
history of chemistry from all over 
the world. 

So important did his treasure house 
loom that when the American Chemi- 
cal Society met in Paedelne in 
1926, an exhibition was held in Dr. 
Smith’s office and hundreds of 
chemists, including Professor Ber- 
trand, head of the Pasteur Institute 
in Paris; Dr. Ernest Cohen of 
Utrecht, Holland; Prince Conti of 
Italy, and Professor Sapojnikoff of 
Leningrad, attended.

Average annual incomes of gradu- 
ates of the Columbia University Law 
School, based upon replies to ques- 
tionnaires received from 3 per cent. 
of the 6,000 alumni, were made pub- 
lic yesterday by Edward Gluck, Sec- 
retary of the Law Clerkship Commit- 
tee of the Alumni Association of the 
law school. 

The class of 1893, with an average 
income of. $31,000, was the highest 
reported.. The class of 1900 came 
second, with $29,400, and 1910 was 
third, with $27,500. An average of 
$25,000. was reported for the classes 
of 1897 and 1907. ‘The largest indi- 
vidual income was $50,000, that of a 
member’ of the class of 1889. The 
lowest was $520, that of a man who 
graduated in 1927: -

July 
finished at $1.24 with September 
$1.26% to $1.26% and December 
$1.30% to $1.30%, showing: net losses 
for the week of 5 to 6% cents. Hedg- 
ing pressure from the Northwest and 
Southwest was in evidence through- 
out the day, although there was no 
heavy general liquidation. Buying 
support was mainly to take profits 
on short sales and on. weekly bids. 

Scattered rust reports continue to 
come in, but none suggest. serious in- 
jury. Despite the fact that prices 
are down to around the lowest of the 
season the trade seems to have no 
pronounced ideas as to how low val- 
ues will have to drop before all bear- 
ish factors are discounted. In some 
quarters prices are regarded as low 
enough and there is said to be a 
large short interest on the’ part of a 
few large operators: who were re- 
cently bullish and long. 

Primary receipts of wheat. today 
8,400,000 bushels; week ago, 2,685,- 
000; year ago, 2,495,000. Shipments 
today were 1, 035, 000. bushels; week 
ago, 1,455,000; year ago, 1,681,000. 

While the movement in the South- 
west is heavy, loadings on the lead- 
ing railroads were not as large as the 
previous week, but exceeded last 
year.. Cash prices were 1 to 2 cents 
lower.

The hot weather of. the. dante part 
of the past week sent the price of 
lettuce upward, although the supply 
in local markets was plentiful; but 
tomatoes, equally popular for hot 
weather dishes, show2d a decline in 
price, according to the weekly re- 
view of local markets compiled by 
Dr. Arthur E. Albrecht, director of 
the New York office of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture and Mar- 
kets. In the week before last lettuce 
Sold at from 25 cents to $2.25 per 
twenty-four heads; last week the 
price ranged from $1.50 to $3. . Cu- 
cumbers, too, were plentiful and of 
good quality, but the supply was far 
in excess of demand, so that the 
price was low.. Few sales exceeded 
$1 a bushel in the wholesale market. 

Green corn from New Jersey was 
so plentiful that at the close of the 
week Southern corn was eliminated 
from local markets. Prices were 
low. Southern potatoes came in 
such quantity after a slight price ad- 
vance that car-lot sales toward the 
end of the week brought the lowest 
price in’ years. Sales were reported 
at 87% cents to $1.75 a barrel con- 
taining from 150 to 200 pounds. Long

A large 
proportion of the officers of ships 
in the American merchant marine 
‘who have applied were found to have 
served in the navy, these men rang- 
ing from commanders to seamen.

CENTRAL PLAN DESIRABLE 


Retail Association Would Be Best 
Medium to. Guide Efforts, Mr. 
Sweitzer Believes. 


While hailing with satisfaction the 
constant spread of research into the 
various phases of retail merchandis- 
ing, the increasing number of such 
activities demand closer coordination 
if ‘the résults are to prove of prac- 
tical value to the retail craft, accord- 
ing to Channing E. Sweitzer, who, 
during the past week, became man- 
aging director of the National Re- 
tail Dry Goods Association, succeed- 
ing Lew Hahn. 

“Oné of the outstanding features of 
the last few years,’ he said yester- 
day, “has been the tremendous 
growth in ‘the attention given to de- 
veloping more ‘scientific methods of 
retailing through research and com- 
parative: statistics: . This develop- 
ment is truly a‘significant sign of the 
times. It springs from recognition of 
the neéd ‘of more exact knowledge 
of retail processes to keep pace with 
the gro ‘of department store busi- 


ness and to insure that future devel- 
—— will be on a really scientific 


asis. 

“This association may be said to be 
a pioneer in work of this kind and 
since its initial studies revealed their 
great worth to retailers, the field of 
research ‘has constantly broadened. 
Today there .are' .many agencies 
which are conducting research of one 
type or another into the fundamen- 

s of retelling, Included are trade 
bodies, universities, banks, the Gov- 
ernment and others. _ During 1929, 
it may be mentioned, we are to have 
the first national distribution cen- 
sus tp be conducted by the Govern- 
ment. 


Would End Duplication. 


‘The underlying aim of all these 
activities is undoubtedly fundamen- 
tally sound. But it is of the utmost 
importance that the studies be .co- 
ordinated so that they do not over- 
lap and - cause ‘needless ‘duplication, 
that the conclusions derived be prac- 
tical and on a sufficiently wide gath- 
ering of data and that no, unneces- 
sary burden in the furnishing of the 
data be placed on the retailers who 
are asked to supply the itiformation. 

“In skort, what is needed is the 
development of a comprehensive fro- 

ram of research that will _ efféc- 
eae ll links up<all of the endeavors 
haing made. Such a program. woul 
offer guidance to a given goal that 
is now lacking in the many efforts 
being made. It unquestionably would 
serve to eliminate the present ten- 
dency to weaken the value of the 
research because the various endeav- 
ors ate too scattered in nature. 

“Under what might be termed a 
central guiding agency, which would 
at all times have the necessities and 
requirements of a complete program 
in view, this situation would be cor- 
rected. and research .continue to the 
best interests of all concerned. 

“Tt is my belief that the: National 
Retail Dry Goods Association should 
function to this end. It will be glad 
to exert its influence in the develop- 
ment of the program needed and 
give its advice and pr gs ong in the 
greater coordination of the various 
reseatch efforts being put forth. 


Cooperation Already In Effect. 


“To a considerable extent the ‘re- 
search now being conducted by a 
number of other agencies is already 
being ‘done in cooperation with the 
eight groups now affiliated with the 
association. The University of Pitts- 
burgh, for example, is:cooperating 
with the. Merchandise Managers’ 
Group, headed by Gordon Creighton, 
in a study of mark-downs. roup 
buying o izations, Federal Re- 
serve 6b ‘ and. other. bodies’ are 
also cooperating. The University of 
Pittsburgh is joining with the Store 
Managers’ Group of the association 
in ‘a time study as applied to person- 
nel. 

‘It. .mayalso,-be . pointed out that 
the Harvard Study on Operating Ex- 
enses of Department..Stores has 
en carried out with the support 
and: cooperation of the association. 
Incidentally, the next Harvard report 
will be issued about Aug.-1. 

“It goes. without saying, I think, 
that cooperation with the. associa- 
tion up in the field in which re- 
search ‘is being done will.result in 
far more .effective work than can 
be done without the aid. of the asso- 
ciation.: Research must be properly 
organized, financed, coordinated and 
then backed up by practical apylica- 
tion if it is go to cope fully with 
the:economic forces of today.’

Early Fall dresses are being asked 
for by incoming buyers for immedi- 
ate delivery, but manufacturers are

& Fischer say in their market re- 
port prepared especially for THE 
Tumes. Afternoon dresses, the report 
continues, stress pleatings and tiers 
in every conceivable type. The

ALLIGATOR SHOES FOR MEN.

utput of Leather Now: Available 
and Style Is: Endorsed. 


As an outgrowth of the marked 
favor accorded reptile leather shoes 
by women, men are now to be given 
a chance to wear this footgear. <A 
long string of leading retailers 
throughout the country have bought 
the first. 100,000 pairs of men’s alli- 
gator shoes that are just now coming 
out of the factories of two or three 


manufacturers, and production is 
growing. About Aug. 1 these shoes 
will get their first showings. 

Official sanction for alligator shoes 
was given immediately after the New 
England Shoe and Leather Fair at 
Boston last week by the Men’s Style 
Committee of the National Shoe Re- 
tailers’ Association. Usually this 
committee predicts shoe styles six 
months in advance, but no alligator 
shoes were available last April at the 
meeting of the committee here. 

Last year, representatives of the 
tanners pointed out, there were con- 
sumed the skins of more than a half 
million alligators that were caught 
mn the swamp hunting camps of the 
Gulf States, Mexico and along the 
Amazon River in South America. 
The skins are salted in camp and 
shipped in bundles to American tan- 
ners who put them through the vari- 
ous preserving and finishing proc- 
esses. 

The shoe trade has never before 
been able to get a ee enough sup- 
ply of alligator for wholesale manu- 
facture. This deterrent now has 
been removed :.nd the feeling in the 
industry is that alligator leather will 
appeal because of its style novelty, 
its long wearing toughness and its 
lustre-keeping . qualities.

Reports from many sec- 
tions of the country brought here by 
visiting buyers told of favorable re- 
sults so far this month on both sea- 
sonal and sale merchandise. It seems 
to be a common experience that prices 
must be very low on goods that are 
not fresh, while at the other extreme 
price is rarely questioned if the style 
or design reflects what is new, The 
latter tendency is probably respon- 
sible for the activity that has devel- 
oped on early Fall merchandise. 
Buyers appear anxious to stock the 
new lines quite liberally, although ad- 
ditional changes may be introduced 
in the near future. The element of 
newness, however, is highly impor- 
tant, and apparently the stores count 
on clearing their purchases before 
the fashions swerve again. 

During the week, despite the heat, 
the wholesale markets were quite 
busy and saw more buyers present 
than in some time. Manufacturers 
in the apparel lines are operating 
cautiously, and do not intend to cut 
up goods very far beyond actual or- 
ders for the present. The housefur- 
nishing lines also report more activ- 
ity, and preliminary reports on the 
business likely to be done at retail 
sales are satisfactory.

On the import side of the country’s 
foreign trade the lag continued, and 
at $317,000,000, the lowest for the 
raonth since 1924, the receipts of 
merchandise last month fell $37,000,- 
000 behind the figures for June, 1927. 
The volume of imports for the first 
six.months was $37,000,000 under the 
first half of 1927, and for the fiscal 


000,000, Lower prices for rubber and 
silk accounted for the reduction. 

The favorable balance for the six 
months amounted to $292,416,000, or 
$49,298,000 more than in the same 
period last year. Despite this credit 
in merchandise the loss in gold has 
been $372,542,000, and June set a new 
high record in exports of $99,932,000. 
Foreign . investments, the return of 
capital to countries that have stabil- 
ized their currencies and the ‘‘invis- 
ible’ debits account for the gold loss.

How- 
ever, it is also indicated that prof- 
its have come from smaller margins 
on larger volume. This explains why 
there has been so much complaint 
on the score of dwindling profits 
since attention has been centered on 
the small margin per unit. 

These returns make clear that the 
drive for volume is as popular as 
ever, despite efforts made to adjust 
output: so that the return per unit 
may be increased. Surplus plant ca- 
pacity and substitution, wherever 
possible, of machine for human la- 
bor are influences, however, on the 
side of mass production and. mass 
selling. 

Another influence of iacreasing 
importance, but one not so. widely 
recognized, is the effect of what may 
be called mass buying. When half 
a dozen .companies are merged pen- 
cils must be sharpened to figure on 
orders. From the standpoint of size 
alone an order from such a combina- 
tion or from a buying group is so 
attractive that profits are cut to get 
the business. But still another rea- 
son why this volume business is 
placed at slim margins is because the 
combination employs expert purchas- 
ing talent which is at all times 
equipped to figure costs and profits 
as well as any producer. Such talent 
not only drives a good bargain when 
a buyers’ market prevails, but is even 
able to cope pretty well with a sel- 
ers’ market. °

Opening. were issued and also 
the report on spindle 
activity. Both confirmed the trade 
statistics which showed reduced out- 
put. Consumption dropped 21 per 
cent. under a year ago, while the 
average of active spindle hours was 
203, as against 249 in June, 1927. 
The goods market remains quiet, but 
on the basis of reduced output and 
certain shortages that have devel- 
oped the leading factors advanced 
wide sheetings, sheets and pillow- 
cases. A suggestion has been put for- 
ward that converters postpone inven- 
tories to July 31 so they may benefit 
by the active season on wash goods 
instead of cutting prices to clear 
stocks in June before demand is ac- 
tually into its best stride. 

Interest in the woolen goods mar- 
ket centres in the opening of staple 
men’s wear fabrics hy. the leading 
producer. The Spring. 1929, prices 
will, be announced a week earlier 
than last year despite slow demand 
from the clothiers. Quotations are 
not expected to show much change. 
The wool auction at London closed 
with rates quite steady, but with nu- 
merous withdrawals due to high lim- 
its. The domestic market has been 
slow. 

Raw silk closed the week higher, 
but the expectation of the goods 
market is that prices are down to 
levels, that offer excellent opzvrtu- 
nity to improve on values and to 
broaden still further a demand which

Trading-Up Tendency Fostered 


With the Introduction of 
Modernistic Types. 


AUTOMOBILE IS A. RIVAL 


Campaign for Home Luxury Planned 
and Boards in Various Markets 
Will. Be Formed. 


A trading-up tendency in the furni- 
ture market which has been largely 
on a price basis during the last year 
was remarked yesterday by Rudoli 
Braun, President of the New York 
Furniture Exchange. Introduction of 
modernistic furniture and a disposi- 
tion on the part of manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers ‘to get be- 
hind a movement to increase Ameri- 
can interest in the home is held re- 
sponsible by Mr. Braun. | 

“The furniture industry has come 
to the realization. that it must 
stack the lure of a well-furnished 
home against that of the modern 
automobile if conditions are to be im- 
proved,’’ he continued, ‘“‘and at the 
present, time an advertising cam- 
eq to help bring this about is 
under contemplation by the whole- 
salers stad maps the country. 

*“‘Modernistic styles in furniture 
have been a step in the right direc- 
tion, and designs, not too erratic in 
nature, have had a cordial reception 
from the retail market during the 
first week. of the exhibition. of Fall 
lines at the Exchange Building. 

Trading-Up Noticed Now. 

“The furniture market, like almost 
every other industry, is faced with 
the problems of over-production and 
distribution difficulties. The inevi- 
table result, low prices, has followed 
and until this year the trend has 
been toward cheaper merchandise. 
At the present time, however, a bet- 
ter spirit has asserted itself and the 
tendency now is to trade up. 

“From the retailers we understand 
that young yo getting married 
today are not’ as eager to start their 
own homes as they were in other 

ears. When they do launch out 

ey select small apartments because 
of high rentals.” The result of this 
has been the disappearance of the 
dining room suite as a fixture in 
homes in the centres of population. 
One room serves the purpose of both 
living and dining room and a living 
room table which may be made to 
blossom forth as a dining. .room 
piece, when the occasion arises, has 
come into vogue. 

“‘Confronted with these conditions 
the entire market has suffered but 
the difficulties have served to bring 
home a realization that only in close 
cooperation can help be expected. 
An instance of the willingness to co- 
operate is the creation of an advisory 
board of fifteen manufacturers who 
met here last week with members of 
the Board of Directors of the Furni- 
ture Exchange. Trade. problems were 
discussed at this meeting of manu- 
facturers and wholesalers. 


Groups in Other Centres Also. 


“In other furniture markets similar 
bodies will be created to meet with 
wholesalers in the vicinity.’’ 

The current showing of Fall lines 
of furniture, Mr. Braun said, has at- 
tracted a record number of retailers 
during the last week, and their selec- 
tions indicate a general improvement 


in the furniture lines. The better 
type of merchandise has received 
more attention and less “bargain 
hunting’’ is in evidence. 

While credit conditions in the in- 
dustry are unfavorable at the present 
time, he believes that they will be 
improved in the coming year chi 
through the initiative of individual 
manufacturers: who: are confronted 
with a necessity for restricting 
credits. 


BRAZIL ON THE UPGRADE. 


Prospects More Favorable Than In 
Several Years, Report Says. 


Mid-year conditions in Brazil point 
to more favorable business prospects 
than’ that country has enjoyed for 
several years, the Department of 
Commerce states in the current issue 
of Commerce Reports. Exchange 
has been stable, money easier and 
interest rates lower, it is pointed out, 
and crops have been good with fair 
prices. in most instances. 

Discussing the country as a

Famed Floral. Valley Again Cap- 
tures the World’s Market for 
Precious Perfame Attar. 


PHILIPPOPOLIS, Bulgaria (2.— 
Bulgaria’s far famed Valley of Roses 
has once more captured the world’s 
markets for precious attar. 

As ‘far as the eye can see a red 
carpet covers this enchanting region 
and the peasants smile because they 
see the end of a long period of de- 
pression. Eighty-five per cent. of the 
world’s supply of rose essence, the 
base of all perfumes, is produced in 
this. district..which stretches for 
ninety miles through one of the most 

picturesque regions.in Europe. 

The delicate rose vines suffered 
severe damage in recent earthquakes, 

but this has been overcome and the 
crop this year will be only 30 per 
cent. under normal.

Labor Gains in Luxemburg. 

The number of Labor Party Depu- 
ties in the Parliament of the tiny 
Alma! Grand Duchy of Luxemburg has 
risen from eight: to twelve as the re- 
sult of the elections held Jast month. 
The Catholic-Radical combination 
controlling the. Government retained 
its thirty-one seats, but the total

HAT is to be done about 
the poets? As. matters 
stand, they are becoming 
so numerous, they are pub- 
lishing volume after volume with 
such rapidity, it is becoming diffi- 
cult tq keep up with -the output. 
And the worst of the matter is that 
should. an actual glut of the poetry 
market result, as eventually it 
might, it would be the poets them- 
selves who would suffer.

SEVERAL LONDON PLAYS, INCLUDING “SPREAD EAGLE” 


Lonpon, July 5. 
RETURNED. from.a holiday a 
fortnight ago to find the London 
theatre more profoundly de. 
than I have ever known 
it. Mr. Van Druten's name alone bears 
a compensating glory. Playgoers of 
discretion go about asking one an- 
other: ‘‘When I have seen ‘Young 
Woodley’: and ‘The Return of the 
Soldier,” what else am I to visit?”’— 
and there seems to be no answer. 
Play after play has failed and ap- 
parently has deserved to fail. There 
is in my own mind not the least 
doubt.of what is wrong. There exists 
in England'a playgoing public which 
may be roughly divided into four 
parts—those.who.want musical pieces, 
those. who want -“‘sensational’’ or 
“strong” ‘plays, those who want 
sweetness and harmiess sentimental- 
ity, without music and those who 
want plays of ideas. 
% Sad “od 


Now, the position is‘ briefly ‘this: 
The people who want revues and 
musical comedies’ are provided for, 
and there .is:no particular depression 
in that section; the-people who want 
crime and sensation are over-pro- 
vided for, and in this department are 
most of the failures; the people who 
want harmless sentimentality are al- 
most completely neglected, with the 
result: that. one respectable play. in 
this genre, ‘“‘Marigold,”” has had a 
monopoly of the market and has been 
running for more than a. year:-and, 
lastly, the people who want plays of 
ideas are being starved by..a host of 
managers who are frigh ened'of any- 
thing that. they. can, by any. stretch 


- for imagination, call “high-brow.” 


They continue to: put on sensational 





tion. Here we.see the two of them 
engaged in a jewel robbery and com- 
mitting murder by mistake. The rob- 
bery itself is good fun, with Miss 
Mary Brough as its victim, but the 
cream of the piece is the cross-ex- 
amination of Mr. Walls and Mr. 
Lynn by the police. This is admira- 
ble fooling, rich in opportunities for 
the bland effrontery of Mr. Walls 
and-the timid, stuttering and yet im- 

ti wit-of Mr. Lynn. This Ald- 

' partnership, being an institu- 
tion, makes rules for itself and: one 
can draw none but personal conclu- 
sions from it. 

The new piece by Eden and Ade- 
laide Phillpotts, ‘My Lady’s Mill,” 
is in a different category. It has no 
pair of actors to carry it to triumph 
and must stand or’ fall. on its own 
merits. It’ is a broad . Devonshire 
comedy which borders on farce and 
is clearly intended to appeal. to. the 
same people who enjoyed “The 
Farmer’s Wife” and ‘Yellow Sands,” 
but it is a pale echo of its ancestors. 
An old man named Parable lives in 
a Devonshire mill. His obsession is 
a hatred of love-making. The three 
acts tell how his household divided 
themselves into pairs of lovers, how 
he turned them out of his house and 
how he forgave them—a dull, obvious 
story: which; though it has passages 
of incidental entertainment, has no 
original farcica] idea to: sustain. it 





and is padded with a weak, romantic 
poeticism which is of slight merit in 
itself and is here uncomfortably b cn 
of place. 

“Spread Eagle,” by George 5S. 
Brooks and Walter Lister, is a play 
with which you in New York aré al- 
ready familiar..When I say that it is 
the best commercial. production that 
T have seen \since I. returned to Eng- 
land you will understand that we are 
not ‘having a greatly distinguished 
season; for though it is an ingenious 
and quickly moving tale it ts not, 
and.scarcely pretends to be, a serious 
work of-art. Certainly I found it 
impossible to. take seriously. its satire 
on “‘big. business’’—the illustrative 
action is. too. artificial and the crit- 
icism of life too strained. 

But: the play has one great merit— 
that beneath its melodramatic story 
is shrewd and vigorous drawing of 
character. It is perfectly clear that 
the authors have it.in them to write 
much ‘quieter and: more solid stuff 
than this. They have deliberately 
chosen to crowd their stage with 
violent happenings, and the crowding 
has been done skillfully enough to 
sustain interest and to:give the piece 
an extremely good chance of success; 
but-if the authors‘had not hampered 
themselves with such an abundance 
of. wars and. rumors of-wars; if they 
had allowed themselves more space 
for the development’ of character, 


+ 
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they would have produced a finer 
play. 

There remain two private perform- 
ances—Susan Glaspel] and Norman 
Matson’s ‘‘The Comic Artist’ and 
an adaptation by Hubert Griffith of 
Henry James’s “‘The Tragic Muse.”’ 
“The Comic Artist’ is a strange 
piece, curiously uneven. So long as 
it remains close to earth it is’ good. 
The characters are clear and the con- 
trol. of the. stage is admirable. But 
there-has been. introduced into the 
piece a dilution of. mysticism which 
seemed to me pretentious and dull. 
The same fatal tendency is: percenpti- 
ble in other work of Miss Glaspell’s 
—notably in. “The Verge.’ So. loug 
as she is drawing portraits of men 
and women,.and through those.-por- 
traits. criticizing life,. her..criticism 
is sharp and original; but when she 
stretches out toward. the. heavens, 
what she brings down is not the re-

“CONSIDERING 


THE. CHORUS 





HAT the chorus,.of.the musical 
show, has undergone.a. great 
change in. the last decade is, 
or should be, almost common 
knowledge. The types of boy and 
girl who sing and dance in the. en- 
semble differ from their predecessors 
just as the suave, natural. actor of 
today differs from the scenery-chew- 
ing, shouting player. of yesterday, 
Principals in the musical shows of a 
generation ago were not called upon 
to do much more than the chorus 
men .and girls are required to. do 
these days to hold.their. jobs. . Not 
only must they be personable, but 
also must have voices, be able to 
speak a line or two and do half a 
dozen different kinds of dancing. 

Consider, for example, a typical 
@ancing show like ‘Good News,”’ 
which was the first musical hit of 
last season. In ‘‘Good News’’ there 
is a chorus of twenty-five girls and 
a like number of boys, all selected to 
reflect the collegiate spirit of the 
show. In glancing over a list of the 
birthplaces and schools attended by 
these members of the ensemble one 
finds some interesting, though not 
very vital, facts. One of the common 
legends about this metropolis is that 
no real New Yorker was ever born 
here. Another is that most stage 
people, especially those in the chorus, 
are recruited. from the corn fields of 
Iowa; the mining towns of Montana 
and the. fruit.orchards of California. 
But in looking at this list any one so 
minded. can discover that actually a 
fifth of the chorus people are natives 
of New York, with. several born: in 
such adjacent suburbs as Richmond 
Hill, Yonkers and “New Rochelle. 
Most of the remainder come from 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston and 
St. Louis. 

‘There are a few romantic * birth- 
places indicated. ‘Ann Lee, for in- 
stance, a dark-haired girl with what 
are’ Knéwn as ‘eloquent eyes, was 
born in Paris. ‘However, she practi- 
cally nullified that by ‘spending her 
adolescence in Boston, and going to 
the Brookline’ High School. Miss 
Lee has been with Schwab and Man- 
@el since the'‘days of “Captain 
Jinks,’’ and that brings up another 
point about the chorus girl of today— 
namely that she doés not change her 
employer as often as she used to. 
Certain girls stick to certain produc- 
tions. 

In “Good News’ several of the 
girls are given lines. Ethel Law- 
rence, a recruit from: “Queen High’’ 
has two, and Sherry Pelham, new to 
the firm of Schwab and Mandel, has 
one. Bodil Lund, born in Norway 
and at one time an inhabitant of the 
“Virgin Islands; ‘does’ a‘bit of business 
with Gus Shy. 'Ahd as understudy to 
these parts there is Zilpha De Witt, 


the tallest girl in the show and red- 
headed to boot. She hails from Pitts- 
burgh: and is at present engaged to 
aman from that city, so ‘Good 
News” will probably be her last 
show.: | 

Out of the several marriages that 
have taken place since ‘‘Good News’’ 
opened none was directly theatrical. 
The nearest approach was that of 
Betty Garson, who married Emmett 
Gallen, known as “‘Irish,’’ a/ saxo- 
phone player in George Olsen’s’ or- 
chestra. Four others, Dorothy Van 
Hest,Sherry Pelham, Elsie Lombard 
and Bobbe Decker, made neo-stage 
alliances: by marrying, respectively, 
the general manager .of -Milgrim’s, 
the assistant treasurer at the Chanin 
Forty-sixth Street Theatre, a theatri- 
cal-costumier and a member of the 
Schwab and Mandel. staff. 

One of. the New. York products in 
the.chorus.is Claire Joyce, who began 
life on the east side. She. attended 
Washington. Irving; High School, 
leaving to. join a troupe. of; vaudeville 
dancers., Miss Joyce is in demand as 
a model, having posed for such -ar- 
tists as Benda and Harrison Fisher. 
Ethel. Lawrence, another. show girl, 
was born in Aberdeen, Scotland, was 
brought to this country at an early 
age and attended Evander Childs 
High School. Ruth Kelly,,one of the 
dancers, is another Evander. Childs 
graduate, as is Betty Garson, . Mi- 
nerva Wilson is a product of Julia 
Richmond High School and another 
native of New. York, 

Emily Burton has the soft drawl of 
the South in her,speech. She comes 
from Elba, Ala., and is known as 
“Alabam’’ among her chorus mates. 
Also from below the Mason-Dixon 
line are Mary Irwin from Atlanta, 
Ga., -Valeda Duncan (in show busi- 
ness for the first time), from Lexing- 
ton, Ky., and Zeda Mansfield, from 
Birmingham, Ala... Pennsylvania is 
a favorite State with the chorus. 
Clara. Blackath hails from Erie, 
Irene Warner from McAdoo, Chris- 
tine Ecklund from Pittsburgh, Zilpha 
De Witt from the same smoky city, 
and Dorothy Day from Oil City. The 
rest have such scattered birthplaces 
as Kansas City, Niagara Falls and 
Elizabeth, N. J. 

Only two of the girls were educa- 
ted in convents, and they really 
were. Ninety per cent. went to high 
school and one, Emily Burton went 
to the University of Alabama. Of 
the boys, twenty went to high school, 
while six got on to college. These 
are Frank Cullen, Boston University, 
Jack Kennedy and Phil Farley, Penn 
State; Jack Boggs, Bucknell; Rich- 
ard Renaud, Oklahoma ‘University;

FILM FLASHES © 


A porns Germany has the most 





important film industry in 
Burope, there are fewer movie 
theatres‘ in that country, in propor- 
tion to the population, than in 
France or Great Britain, according 
to data recently collected’ by Ameri- 
can Trade Commissioner George R.' 
Canty in Paris. 

Since 1925 the number of picture. 
houses has increased by 700, or 19 
per cent., and the number of seats 
by 325,000, or 25 per cent. One quar- 
ter of the German moving-picture 
theatres are in the forty-five cities. 
with more than 100,000 inhabitants. 
The average. number of seats per 
1,000 inhabitants for the country as 
a whole is 25, while in the larger 
cities it is 39. 


Interest in motion pictures has de- 
veloped .quite rapidly, in :Portugal 
during the-last few years, says a Te- 
port from American Consul L. J. 
Pinkerton in Lisbon. There are two 
first-class moving-picture theatres in 
the capital, one of which shows only 
American films.. Two new houses are 
to be opend soon and they, too, are 


American offerings. 

Although ‘there are few. studios in 
the north of Portugal, their produc- 
tion is said to be:negligible, both in 
quality and quantity. Nevertheless, 
the Portuguese Government requires 
that every cinema program include 
domestic-made pictures of a mini- 
mum length. Inthe better houses 
these reels are usually made up of 
news views and scenic pictures.

Producers and Actors Talk of Little but 
The New.Mode.. . 


By MORDAUNT HALL. 
Los ANGELES, July 18. 
OUND effects and dialogue with 
motion pictures are now upper- 
most in the minds of producers 
heré, and whether it is in the 
studio or at gatherings in the homes, 
talking films, often alluded to as 
“Talkies,’’ are the main topic of con- 
versation. It is by no means expected 
that the giving of a voice to the ani- 
mated shadow figu.es will supplant 
silent film stories, but the general 
idea is that. if. the vocal addition .is 
used wisely it will stimulate further 
interest in cinematic entertainment. 
The chieftains of the industry for 
the most. part are well aware that 
dialogue will mean drastic changes in 
pictorial productions, and, although 
preparations are being made in all 
the big studios to produce audible 
films, it is the intention in most cases 
to avoid anything that smacks of.a 
canned play. 


Some of the Troubles, 


The hope is for something wherein 
cinematography will be-expertly used 
in connection with sound.. It is real- 
ized that the. initial -efforts «with 
dialogue will be: experimental, that 
they will possess many shortcomings, 
for just as colors of costumes and 
mak>-up had to be studied for the 
ordinary so-called black and white 
photographs, so. sound will need. de- 
veloping. For instance, the firing of 
a big gun is not nearly so.impressive 
through the ‘microphone.as the roll 
of a drum, ard as the drum makes the 
‘more_effective ‘sound.it: may be used 
for the thunder of a fifteén-inch: gun. 
The clatter of a horse’s hoofs on a 
cobblestone street is as transferred 
‘tothe: screen! rather ‘too’ reminiscent 
of the old stage. effects, so specialists 
in ‘this new line will have to find 
something that will make a sound 
that is more realistic. 


Tt is now appreciated ‘that tiadiis 
alone is not sufficient to. make an 
effective audible. picture; the. speech 
must be accompanied. by other minor 
sounds. .If the character. opens an 
envelope the tearing of the. paper 
must be heard; likewise, footsteps 
and other..auxiliary sounds,.

Some of the dainty young creatures 
with beauty and undeniable ability to 
respond to competent direction may 
have to content themselves with 
minor réles, and. more than one hero- 
ine may find herself.cast as an at- 
tractive maid. Men who have been 
successful as heroes’ or villians may 
discover that'in the sound films their 
voices belie their appearances.

Allowing for Laughter. 


Actors and directors have still a 
great deal to learn about the new 
technique; for it invariably happens, 
especially with .screen ‘players, that 
once they concentrate on their lines 
they forget facial’ expressions and 
gestures. ‘Thére is also a good deal of 
haphazard work, with lines being 
changed just before a scene is taken, 
and the result can be imagined as 
the timid player..approaches his ut- 
terances,.”” 


“Cértdin directors are wise enough 
to. appreciate that, they must, make |: 
the most of silent. action coupled with 
inéidental sounds, and also’ to bear in 
mind neeessary- pauses in conversa- 
tion with the ‘natural’ vocal inflec- 
tions.

“memoty 6f Ernést Urchs, 
the presence among .us of his 
‘endless’ good ‘deeds. and of all}: 
that he meant to his friends 
and his community. warms.the heart 
and whispers courage, His place will 
viever’ be filled. The outward sem- 
blance of him is gone. The reality 
of the'man, his énérgy, his integrity, 
his fine and generous enthusiasms, 
kis love’ of. music, his genius for 
tiendship, have not perished. In the 
world of affairs he showed singular 
capacity, but this was not the secret 
of his unique position or his impor 
tance to the men and the matters 
that..concerned him. Certainly the 
practical aspects of his career were 
significant, but what placed him so 
high among all his colleagues and as- 
sociates was the generosity and the 
bigness of his nature, and the fact 
that he had essentially the spirit of 
an artist. ‘These were the character- 
istics that colored his life, influenced 
all his activities and companionships, 
and.enabled him to accomplish so 
much in the service of the art he 
loved, music. 

It may be doubted whether this 
period in our society could produce 
such a character. Ernest Urchs grew 
up in a day when the ideals and the 
conduct of American affairs were of 
a larger and perhaps less mechanis- 
tic mold than'they are now. A man’s 
~-business’ or profession was a creed, 
with very: strict and fine tenets. The 
pursuit of a practical purpose was 
not incongruous with the cultivation 
of the humanities and the relations 
that make life worth the living. The 
man developed. in.surroundings and 
among traditions of this kind. Every- 
thing they meant to < nature form- 
ing. itself by contacts and experi- 
ences found response in him. Fidelity 
to the interests and the ideals of his 
employers was his religion, but not 
a religion of narrowness or Puritani- 
cal protestation, and not a point. of 
view that excluded'the widest experi- 
ence, the warmest and truest sympa- 
thies. He lived richly. Work for 
the purpose. merely of gain was never 
in his thoughts. He found time for 
a hundred ideas and wae every mo- 
ment at the service of his friends.

His relations with many of the 
greatest artists of the day grew from 
practical contacts, but practical con- 
tacts and interests were quickly sub- 
merged in his friendly and far-sight- 
ed furtherance of their advantage 
and happiness. As a consequence 
musicians, indeed men in every walk 
of life, trusted him implicitly. gave 
him their confidence, relied upon him 
for counsel and help. This was not 
only true of musicians of interna- 
tional reputation who it. might have 
beén politic to have served, but also 
of young artists with reputations to 
make, confronted by all the difficul- 
ties of the beginning of a career. 
Ernest Urchs numbered among. rela- 
tionships of this kind his extremely 
intimate association with Paderewski. 
who held him in the highest regard 
as ‘friend and counselor, the confi- 
dence of a hundred other musicians 
of world-wide repute, and also the 
respect and the gratitude of young 
virtuosos, teachers, musica] workers 
in different fields, who owed to him 
the first foothold in their profession. 
Nor were these relationships confined 
to artists whose professional inter- 
ests lay with the Steinway company. 
Their connections were a secondary 
matter: If they showed talent, sin- 
cerity, ambition, they were given ad- 
vice and encouragement as carefully 
bestowed as upon those with whose 
careers. he was more directly -con- 
cerned. It was the inevitable conse- 
quence of this attitude that he was 
sought and needed by almost every 
one who had to do with music in 
America. If he had lived and writ- 
ten. his memoirs, every prominent 
musician of the immediate past would 
have figured in their pages, which 
would have offered a cross-section of 
the whole history of music in this 
country during the last thirty-five 
years or more. He knew all great 
artists and the acquaintance was sel- 
dom superficial. A Paderewski or a 
Rachmaninoff, a Hofmann or a 
Lhévinne,, a Mengelberg or Kousse- 
vitzky or Toscanini, a Kreisler, 4 
Heifetz, a Furtwingler or Stokow- 
.8ki or Sembrich or McCormack-—even 
@ Modern composer, whose music 
Ernest Urchs regarded with distrust 
if not aversion, such as Stravinsky—

Urchs meant more to 
him than the day when he took part 
with two other amateur colleagues 
in the three-piano concert at Stein- 
way Hall, last January, when distin- 
guished musicians, in a fine spirit 
bred by the nature of the occasion, 
were present as critica] collaborators. 
Never did musician or virtuoso. born 
prepare’-himselffor a test-of his 
powers with greater devotion, fidel- 
ity--and--intense. earnestness in the 
task; than our friend when he made 
ready for. that high experience and 
ordeal! One of the great wishes of 
the last yéar of his life was to im- 
prove the performance and repeat 
the experience.

This was the spirit that character- 
ized him, and lay back of his career. 
It was what gave him his quick 
sympathies, appreciations, responses 
to every worthy appeal. He was no- 
toriously the magnet of every musical 
enterprise, large and small, that 
needed energy and statesmanship for 
its furtherance, International musical 
affairs from time to time claimed 
him. The success of the recent sea- 
sons of Wagnerian opera at Baireuth 
are due in a considerable measure to 
his cooperation. in America. The re- 
opening of the Festspielhaus might 
not have been so readily accom- 
plished had it not béen for his efforts 
and those whom he infected with his 
enthusiasm for Wagner opera and 
for the welfare of the institution tra- 
ditionally associated with it. To the 
time of his death he was concerned 
with this—a cause which he aided 
with a religious fervor... In. America 
he had accepted, about a year ago, 
the Presidency of the MacDowell 
Memorial Association, and to within 
a few days of the end—since he con- 
tinued working to the very’ last—he 
was corresponding about it. In the 
course of’an incredibly active life h2 
was involved in innumerable similar 
activities: It was his habit, and a 
wise one, once an institution was on 
its feet, to give up active’ participa- 
tion in its affairs and turn to some- 
thing else. Of no one was it truer 
that the busy man can always find 
time to do one! more thing, and’ it 
was abuse of this much lauded -ca- 
pacity which had to do with his final 
illness.

Ernest Urchs was first associated 
with the firm of Steinway & Sons 
thirty-seven -years ago: In ‘later 
years he directed with one hand-the 
management of its wholesale depart- 
ment and with the other the concert 
and artists’ bureau, which was virtu- 
ally his own creation, which had such 
an immense influence upon the whole 
conduct. of the piano business in 
America, and in directing which he 
emphasized every principle of honor, 
friendship and artistic integrity.

He was engaged as conductor 
for the Covent Garden Opera, where 
he had successfully appeared.in guest 
performances’-before the war, and 
also became the leader of the Lon- 
don Symphony Orchestra and the 
Philharmonic Society Orchestra, At 
the invitation of Walter Damrosch | ™ 
he conducted here in 1920, returning 
again for guest performances during 
the two succeeding years. In June, 
1922, he founded and later conducted 
for a period the Rochester Philhar- 
monic: Orchestra. 

A special feature of the week’s 
concerts will be the appearance of 
the Hall Johnson Negro Choir of 
sixteen voices on Tuesday night. 
Thése singers, who have furthered 
the popularity of negro spirituals in 
a distinctive manner of their own, 
will sing such spirituals as ‘Steal 
Away to Jesus,” and “Swing Low, 
Sweet Chariot,’’ and negro folksongs, 
without orchestral accompaniment.

The Revue Musicale gave 
a banquet in honor of Mr. Walter. 
The Minister of War, Paul Painlevé, 
known as an -enthusiastic musician, 
presided. He greeted Bruno Walter 
as the best of all German ambassa- 
dors who promote the mutual, moral 
and intellectual rapprochement of 
tivo cour ties, 

The Russian Ballet has produced 
this season two novelties of very un- 
equal value. The more important of 
the two, the “Ballet of Apollo Mu- 
sagétes,” was 1 novelty in Europe 
only, as the United States had al- 
ready heard the work performed at 
Mrs. Elizabeth Coolidge’s Chamber 
Music Festival at. Washington. The 
sight of the great iconoclast entering 
as a neophyte into the temple of 
cl ssical art somewhat disconcerted 
the admirers of the ‘Sacre du prin- 
temps” and “‘Noces.” It is regrettable 
that Stravinsky, who brought about 
in the past stupendous musical revo- 
lutions, and who conceived and 
created works of absolute originality 
—works he alone was able to imag- 
ine—is satisfied today in writing with 
virtuosity scores vf conventional 
style, positively banal. What is not 
banal and reveals the imprint of the 
master in ‘‘Apollo Musagétes” is the 
manner in which this music of simple 
appearance is made. The airs of this 
ballet harbor a craftsmanship of an 
amazing ingenuity. The score is ex- 
tremely concise. The composer pol- 
ished his style with love; in his fab- 
ric he did not leave a single stitch or 
seam. Stravinsky’s art prevails in 
the treatment of a subject which re- 
calls so many ancient memories: 
Lully, Brahms, Tchaikovsky, Leo 
Délibes, Gabrie] Fauré. 

For Apollo’s sake, the orchestra, 
consisting entirely of stringed instru- 
ments,:renounces all its lively colors. 
If one’ thinks of Stravinsky’s aver- 
sion in 1914 to stringed instruments 
and his passion for wind instruments, 
one realizes the extraordinary evolu- 
tion of this composer. This change 
is more than a new conception of the 
musical technic—it is a complete in- 
ner metamorphosis. Peace has come 
to this tormented. and rebellious soul. 
Apollo defeated Dionysius. We may 
regret it, but who knows whether 
Dionysius has spoken his last word?

Serge Diaghileff gave the réle of 
Apollo to°a young dancer of rare 
beauty, Serge Lifar by name, who 
was marvelous. The choreography 
of Balanchine, although ingenious 
and in places very beautiful, was

rather monotonous. One must con- 
fess that as a spectacle “Apollo” is a. 
little bit tiresome. ‘One has the im- 
pression of atténding.a school of 
classical dancing where the artists 
are studying. Only geniuses like Stra- 
vinsky and Picasso can remain mod-: 
ern while using ancient patterns: 
The dance requires its Stravinsky; 
The danger of pasticcio and the in- 
tention of seeking too much inspira- 
tion ‘from ancient models was much 
more apparent in the second ballet, 
an “Ode” by Nabokoff. This young 
Russian composer is certainly highly 
gifted, but he does not possess as 


yet a personal style, nor the technic}: 


necessary to write a work apt to 
live. True, there were geniuses like 
Schumann and Moussorgsky who 
wrote admirable works at a very 
young age and ignored the technic of 
their art, but these are rare excep- 
tions. These great artists created in 
that way works of striking original- 
ity. The young men of today pro- 
ceed in a different manner. They 
try to benefit through the mundane 
“snobisme’’ which suddenly made 
the opera and romantic ballet of the 
second half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury fashionable; they rely on their 
own incompetence and lack of tech- 
nic in order to give these pasticcios 
@ modern appearance. The ‘‘Ode’’ 
of Nabokoff is written to the verses 
of an eighteenth century poet, which 
celebrates the magnificence of God 
as revealed in an aurora borealis, 
Aside from a few false notes and 
want of dexterity, it is an honest can- 
tata for soloists and choruses like 
those which sprang up in the nine- 
teenth century by the thousand. 
Nothing could be more flat or banal. 
The orchestra lacks momentum; the 
grouping alone of the choruses indi- 
cates real talent. 

This frankly mediocre production 
of the Russian Ballet was, of course, 
acclaimed; only the critics were se- 
vere, and not without reason. I am 
convinced that Nabokoff is ‘worth 
much more than his ‘‘Ode,”’ and that 
if-h» goes on’ working he will create 
interesting compositions. But he 
should avoid pasticcios and realize 
that a few false notes do not trans- 
form a pattern into something -rig- 
ins

The St. Cecilia Chorus of Anvers: 
came to Paris and gave surprising- 
ly beautiful performances of Darius 
Milhaud’s ‘“Cheophores’” and the 
finale of the “‘Eumenides.”” I never 
before realized more distinctly the 
causes of this artist’s greatness and 
weakness. It is more than a mere 
gesture on the part of Milhaud when 
he claims to be a follower of Berlioz. 
He has the same marvelous intui- 
tions, which compensate for many 
shortcomings. He is the same pas- 
sionate lyricist, unafraid of emotion- 
al and loose sp-ech. It is an in- 
extricable mixture of genius and 
failure, low trivialities spouting out 
into majestic ideas. It is a chaos. 

The development of the ‘‘Eumeni- 
des” finale seems interminable: 
Melodies of very loose counterpoint 
pursue each other; grouped in 
melodic lines and différent tonalities, 
they give the impression of irrele- 
vance. At the moment when one is 
about to despair, a powerful hymn 
tises in°C major, overwhelming the 
accompanying elements of different 
tonalities, which still sirive to assert 
themselvés.

But. because of this very growth 
there is something of a situation, to 
be faced. It is still in the future, | 
but the alert dance directors ade 
none.the less aware of it. Aside from i 
the greatly. improved standards of 
pulchritude which obtain among the 
ladies of the ensemble, the two 
ingredients with .which the dance 
directors have built their success are 
speed and novelty. In the matter 
of speed a limit has been reached; 
there. are  undreamed-of 
changes in the constitution. of the 
physical universe, the human body 
cannot be made to move any more 
rapidly than it has already been 
trained to do for theatrical purposes. 
There is nothing to be hoped for 
along this lire. As for novelty, 
there, is, of course, nd end to the 
capabilities of a talented mind; but 
nearly everything seems to have 
been tried, from salaciousness to 
prudery, and even what is known as 
novelty in the dance field is getting 
to be a bit boring. 


Novelties Grown Stale. 


Four yeats ago Dayid Bennett 
conceived the idea of the ‘‘Totem 
Tom-Tom’’ number in ‘‘Rose-Marie,” 
and its novelty was instantly rec- 
ognized, Unfortunately, its idea is 
no longer novel, yet scarcely a week 
passes that we are not. regaled with 
somebody’s novel method of rear- 
ranging it and trying to make it pass 
for something new. Balieff’s wooden 


and George White’s Charleston and 
Black Bottom hardly require men- 
tion in. this connection. 

Some of the acrobatic accomplish- 
ments: of the ordinary chorus girl 
of today would have been sufficient 
reason for her elevation to stardom 
a few years ago. But we have grown 
accustomed to them. Splits and 
cartwheels are merely routine, We 
look on unmoved at the feats of our 
most intrepid adagio dancers, and 
the thrills that they. once would-have 
caused are someéhow not forthcom- 
ing. Surely novelty must be sought 
in some other channel. And that is 
how Busby Berkeley. assumes the 
mantle of a kind of minor prophet, 
though he himself probably hasn’t 
found it out yet. 

What Berkeley actually did in “A 
Connecticut Yankee,” and to an even 
greater extent in ‘Present Arms,” 
was to. discover a new and sound 
basis. upon which to build. for nov- 
elty. Though he has thus far relied 
to a certain extent upon external 
devices in the conventional way, he 
has. also delved into «the actual

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A NEW PLAN FOR OUR BATTLE SITES 
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HE Secretary of War and the 

Secretary of the Interior have 

instituted a movement intended 
to lead to a better care and higher 
development of the nation’s historic 
parks. These officials drafted and 
submitted to the recent Congress a 
bill providing for the transfer. of 
such parks from the Cemeterial 
Branch of the War Department 
to the National Park Service of 
the Department of the Interior, 
which, the Secretaries argued, 
was specially created to take care 
of national parks, was in a position 
better calculated successfully to do 
so and was the, proper. governmental 
agency to care for the nation’s his- 
toric shrines, 


The bill was sympathetically re- 
ceived. by the Congress. It was 
favorably reported and passed by the 
Senate. In the rush of the days of 
closing, however, the House failed 
to act upon it. Thus it remains sus- 
pended midway on _=its. legislative 
journey to, enactment, to: be taken 
up by the House in. the Fall...

From the marble dome of a monu- 
ment erected by the State of. Lllinois 
on the battlefield preserved as the 
Vicksburg Nationa] Military Park, 
half across the country from Gettys- 
burg, a sculptured Abraham Lincoln 
looks across a narrow ravine to a 
bronze statue of Jefferson. Davis. 
Many monuments in marble and 
busts in bronze commemorate the 
siege in which Grant said that there 
he would fight it out if it took all 
Summer. The Iowa State Memorial 
is one of the handsomest; Min- 
nesota has erected a graceful, . tall 
shaft; the Union Naval Monument 
resembles that to Washington in the 
nation’s-capital; Pennsylvania, Wis- 
consin, Mississippi and other States 
have marked special eminences with 
interesting monuments. 

The park, a beautiful rolling and 
wooded area that surrounds the City 
of Vicksburg on three sides and 
looks down on the sweeping Missis- 
sippi on the other, is bounded by the 
sicge lines of Grant. The parkway 
is already well developed and has 
received effective care. 


The Park of Shiloh. 


By act of Congress, approved Dec. 
27, 1894, the Shiloh Battlefield was 
made a memoria] park of about 3,600 
acres. Twenty-seven miles of his- 
toric roads have been converted into 
smooth driveways. Woods, fields 
and springs of historic association 
with the great struggle are being pre 
served and protected, and the battle 
lines, showing the complicated and 
oscillating movements of the two 
armies of 100,000 men, have boen dcs- 
ignated and permanently marked, so 
that the visitor, beginning where the 
first shot of the battle was fired, may 
trace every evolution of the conflict 
to its close. 

Tent-shaped tablets: ‘mark the site 
of the long vanished camps, and 250 
mounted cannon, guarding in silence 
the facts of history, occupy the 
peacefu) knolls and ridges of Shiloh, 
to show where stood the unlimbered 
batteries of the blue and gray hosts. 
The Federa! Government has spent 
more than $1,000,000 on this historic 
place of beauty, and the people of 
the North and of the South have re 
sponded to the call of sacred memo- 
fies by erecting 128 monuments to 
commemorate the service and the 
sacrifices of their soldiers.

‘In every school, even to a national 
school, there are various classes and 
forms. .In Belgium, is there any rea- 
son for. its being more homogeneous 
than . the fascinating school of 
Paris?’ (As a. matter of fact, there 
is, because the Belgian -school: has 
not gathered up every end of the 
earth,) ‘In order to. escape con- 
fusion, therefore, and a sense of 
anarchy, there has been an effort on 
the part of the committee to separate 
schools and metiers into their prop- 
er chapters. With this end in view 
we have tried to arrange the walls. 
It would no doubt be easier to suc- 
ceed on paper.’’

*One begs to disagree with the 
writer. It could not possibly be 
easier to succeed on paper.

HE last chapter brings you face 
to face with James Ensor. One 
feels that Rik Wourters, as the 
Saying goes, took life as he found it, 
and found it topping. James Ensor 
sees life as malicious, ridiculous, stu- 
pid, forever making a fool of itself— 
and, for all that, of astounding 
beauty. 

While I was looking at a portrait 
of Ensor by himself, I thought of the 
self-portrait by Ryder—the little, well 
known one of the artist at work, his 
head silhouetted against the lower 
part of a long window.

It is not the first time that an:ef- 
fort has been made to dispossess the 
barmaids.

The barmaid has 
been’ discussed in Parliament every 
time a new licensing bill has come 
up for debate. Reformers have laid 
bare the “horrors’’ of a barmaid’s 
life, while others have maintained 
that she labors under difficulties no 
greater than those faced by mem- 
bers of her sex in various other oc- 
cupations. 


Youth and Comeliness. 


Barmaids are picked for their 
comeliness and for their youth. © Ad- 
vertisements call for ‘‘pretty girls 
under 21.”". About’ two-thirds of therm 
are under 25 and only a smal) num- 
ber attain. the age of 35 while stil! 
in service. The long hours and the 
conditions under which they labor 
make it difficult for them to last 
more than eight.or ten years. 

The public-houses, or saloons, in 
which the girls tend bar are, on the 
whole, old und have served their day. 
Many were built before much was 
known about the laws of hygiene and 
sanitation and -had. as their chief 
purpose the object of’ being quiet 
and secluded havens where men 
could drink. without.being.spied upon 
by the world that hurried by outside. 

Many Thousands. Employed. 

It is estimated.that there are about 
100,099 ‘public places where alcoholic 
beverages are sold in England. in 
many of them women handle the 
taps, and’ the shakers. In all about 
100,000 women are thus employed in 
various capacities, approximately 3v,- 
000 being barmaids. All of thése wo- 
men would ultimately be" affected 
should the. bill under discussion be 
passed. 

What is to become of them? ask 
their defenders. England already 
has..a surplus of 1,500,000 women, 
for whom, under tthe present .condi- 
tions, it is hard to’ ind jobs: ' Are 
the ranks to be swelled? 

And -here the’ question rests un- 
til Parliament takes action on it. 

Those of the barmaids officiating 
in.the.West End of London are the 
pick of the profession’ They ply 
their trade with skill: .She who. in- 
stantly recognizes a customer and 
asks, with a lifted eyebrow, ‘“‘the 
usual?’’ and can mix him the par- 
ticular drink required at a particu- 
lar hour is considered a_ success.

The Haymarket and the Music 
Hall product is less finished: ‘‘She 
is not particular ofthe hare’s’ foot, 
and lays on the red and white and 
the eyebrow pigment with the au- 
dacity of a scene painter.” Her 
manner is coarse and slangy, she 
‘expects to be invited ‘to ‘drink on 
being looked at, and “never winces 
at what floats by her in the way 
of talk,’ 

Coarse or refined, pretty or ugly, 
young or old, the barmaid in Eng- 
land is an ‘institution. There is 
scarcely a period in English history 
when she has: not figured in places 
where liquor was served. She was 
not always called a barmaid; her 
titles have changed with the chang- 
ing fashion in drinks. Down through 
the centuries literature has paid her 
honor by recognizing her. 

The Barmaid’s Predecessors. 

To begin with she was the ale-wife. 
It was she who said to her cus- 
tomers: 

Kiss me and tell me true; and 

when they fail, 

Thou shalt "Rage bigger pots and 

stronger ale. 

Hers was the right to promise 
more drink, for she brewed it her- 
self. One of the most interesting 
records that has come to us jis of 
that monstrously ugly brewster, 
Elinour Rummin of the Running 
Horse, at Leatherhead, Surrey, etched 
by the pen of Skelton: 

She breweth happy ale, 

And muketh thereof poorte sale 

To braveteers, to tynkers, 

To sweters, to swynkers 

And all good ule drinkers. 

Skelton, it must be remembered, 
was poet laureate to Henry VIII, in 
which robust King’s reign it was 
permitted tothe court maids-of-honor 
to have ‘‘one chete loaf, one man-

of wine for breakfast.”’ 
The Profession Changes. 


As time passed the character 
changes, the ale-wife—who _ relin- 
guished her vats and her barrels to 
the breweries—becoming the mistress 
of the public house, and then the 
innkeeper’s daughter steps into the 
forefront of the picture. She was 
the toast of the village. She wel- 
comed the distinguished guest who 
rode up to the door, and with her 
own hand served him the drink he 
called for, adding, when it so pleased 
her, a goodly measure of the wiles 
she had at her command,

The Coffee House Days. 


Then came the forerunner of the 
present-day club, the convivial coffee 
house, meeting place of the wit of 
London. Here, too, the eternal fem- 
inine was present. Have not tales 
been told of Jenny Maclaine, the 
famed highwayman, who frequented 
the Grecian coffee house and made 
love to the owner’s daughter, smiling 
at her with one eye while keeping 
the other on the valuables of his 
neighbors. There was Button’s cof- 
fee house, in Russell Square, where 
Addison met his friends and Sir 
Richard Steele flashed the brilliance 
of his wit. There was the St. James, 
noted for the vehemence'of its polit- 
ical discussions; and the Bedford 
coffee house, in Covent Garden, 
where every aspirant to fame 
yearned for recognition and where 
the recognized were famous. 

In the wake of so much brilliance 
and wit followed a less romantic 
era. Cities became crowded and vil- 
lages grew up; coaches vanished and 
trains took their place; inns yielded 
to hotels; cozy kitchens and tap- 
rooms made way for bars and sa- 
loons. Into this world of unromantic 
realities Dickens was born. His eye 
saw much and his heart understood 
what he saw. The barmaid did not 
escape his attention. Under the nom 
de plume of Boz he described a typi- 
cal emporium on Tottenham Court 
Road, the ‘‘Rookery.”’ 


As Dickens Saw. Them. 


“On the counter,’’ he. wrote, ‘‘in 
addition to the. usual spirit apparatus 
are two or three little baskets of 
cakes and biscuits, which are careful- 
ly secured at the top with wicker 
work, to prevent their contents being 
unlawfully abstracted. Behina it are 
two. showily dressed damsels. with 
large necklaces, dispensing the spir- 
its and ‘compounds.’ They are as- 
sisted by the ostensible proprietor of 
the concern, a stout, coarse fellcv 
in a fur cap, put on very much on 
one side to give him a knowing air 
and to display his sandy whiskers to 
the best advantage.”’ 

Two old washerwomen, seated on 
a little bench to the left of the bar, 
are overcome by the headdresses 
and haughty demeanor, of the young 
ladies, one of whom properly snubs 
a you’: who asks for Kervorten and 
a three out-glass. ‘“‘‘Gin ‘for you, 
sir,” says the young lady, carefully 
looking every way but the right one, 
and to show the wink had no effect 
on her. ‘For me, Mary, my dear,’ 
replies the gentleman in brown. 
‘My name ain’t Mary.’ ‘If it ain’t 
it ought to be. All the Marys as 
ever I see was handsome gels.’ 
Here the young lady, not pre- 
cisely remembering how blushes are 
managed in such cases,; abruptly 
ends the flirtation by addressing the 
female in the faded feathers who has 
just entered.” 

Possibly if Boz were to look in at 
a Tottenham Court Road. saloon 
today he would not change much of 
his description. He. might be 
startled at seeing the bobbed hair 
and short skirt of the barmaid, but 
he would soon forget such minor 
changes, for he would find her 
technique the same that has been 
handed down to her for generations. 

To imagine the English barmaid 
walking out of her kingdom never 
to come back again seems almost as 
incongruous as to picture the statue 
of Nelson climbing down from its 
column in Trafalgar Square.

Destitute Youngsters Swarm in the Cuban City 
—General E. H. Crowder Aids Fund 


OUSANDS of children begging 
on the streets of Havana.are a 
_ disgrace to the Cuban capital, 
according to Mrs, George Reno. Pres- 
ident_of the Children’s Home Fund 
of Cuba... Mrs. Rer., who has, hac 
experience. both in Europe and Amer- 
ica with child welfare problems, is 
in, New York to.raise money; for the 
erection of a children’s shelter in 
Hayana. She says that even casual 
visitors to Havana are moved to pro- 
test against the deplorable condition 
of | ese poor children. 

r of, these children,”’ said Mrs. 
Reno. recently, ‘apparently have no 
perents; no one, at any rate, who 
acknowledges responsibility for them. 
In some cases their mothers are in 
prison,. In-other cases. small, under- 
fed children are carried through the 
sttééts by women ‘not their guar- 
dians and forced o appeal for coins. 
There is,.I believe, a law forbidding 
parents to Use their childrer to solicit 
funds. ~ But it is not enforced. ‘In 
fact, it would be & hard matter to en- 
force it.I have talked the matter 
over’ with the Chief of Police and 
other city. officials who are friendly

“The only ‘work of’a similar nature 
in Havana is being done by Mrs. 
Jeanette Ryder. wife of a prominent 
physicidn. Mrs. Ryder heads the 
local Band of Mercy, a society which 


does what it can to alleviate des- 
perate cases of illness, many of them 
the result of dire poverty. Its funds 
are insufficient to provid even tem- 
porary relief to less critical problems. 
Ir my own work Mrs. Ryder has 
been of great assistance and has of- 
fered what facilities she has to help 
out for the time being. The Chil- 
dren’s Home Fund Bureau in. Ha- 
vana is at Call Progreso 14, but it 
is a small office, from which the 
fund will be administered, and has 
no acditional quarters for the wel- 
fare work.”

according to a group of German

country. two years ago to study indus-

The informality of the relations 


between boss and worker was noted | 


by every one of t.ese students. They 
Saw in it a “spirit of helpfulness’ 
which they thought lacking in Ger- 
many where, as one of them put it, 
there is difficulty “in uniting the 
working class with the nation.” 

One student, who spent some time 
in a railroad yard, summarized his 
impressions as follows: 

“TI found that America was in a 
position to offer a very impressive 
solution of the labor question, secur- 
ing cooperation among workers as 
well as between management and 
labor. The principle of ‘help your- 
self’ means as well ‘help the other 
fellow.’ This was made clear to us 
when our American colleagues as- 
sisted us in becoming members of 
our new community.” 

In... different. words and speaking 
from different experiences, another 
student expressed the same thought. 


The Worker Enjoys. His Task. 


“Between Germany and America 
there is an enormous difference in 
the entire business life which is dis- 
tinctly discernible,’’ this student 
wrote. ‘All work is not only paid 
for in America but, in addition, it is 
acknowledged and recognized as val- 
uable;' the workers enjoy their work 
much’ more than our workers do, a 
fact which gives us concern when we 
meditate on it. The idea of the 
worker is to work in one big organi- 
zation, to be associated with it, to 
be a part of it. Moreover, the fact 
that there are no limits to prevent 
his going ahead is the main thing for 
us to recognize. It depends on the 
industry and the ability of the indi- 
vidual; evening school courses help 
him to advance in his work.’’ 

A similar impression of ‘‘service’’ 
and ‘“‘cooperation’’ was carried back 
to his native land by another mem- 
ter of the working student group, 
who wrote: 

‘It is rather difficult to find the 
German equivalents for the English 
‘service’ and ‘cooperation.’ These 
are the two magic words which 
serve to educate the great mass of 
the people. In this spirit the work 
is carried.on. They are perhaps the 
most valuable things which we can 
take back bome with us.”’ 

“T like the new boss. very much,” 
another student said. ‘‘He seems to 
be a typical American and is quite 
able to.make his workmen like their 
jobs. He actually. is their leader. 
As the youngest man with the lowest 
pay in the department, I was some- 
times selected to give the others a 
hand or, if necessary, to sweep out 
the shop because he had no helpers 
at all. 


The Boss Who Swept Out. 


“The boss understood quite well 
that I did not enjoy this kind of 
work as much as standing at the 
milling machine or lather. So it 
often occurred that he took the 
broom himself’ to accompany me in 
sweeping the floor. Have you ever 
seen foremen at home doing the 
same? 

One student’s contribution to this 
discussion emphasized. the same im- 
pression received from a slightly dif- 
ferent angle. 

‘The worker,” he wrote, ‘treats 
his machine with care, not because 
he is in constant fear of fines but 
rather becausé he considers himself 
responsible as the caretaker of the 





machine. Many examples of this 
might be cited. In short, the idea 
is the same as that expressed in 
the phrase ‘the first servant of the 
State,’ an idea based on the desire 


to forge ahead and to co-ordinate}

the best forces. This is less appar- 


ent in a great industrial or economic’) 


project, but it is very obvious in the 


daily life of the people. 
“We in Germany have. almost lost |. 
‘this’ spirit: as a result of bad times 


and suffering. We might regain the 


Hope ere that it can be revived 
and rediscovered.”’ 
More evidence of this nite im- 


pression can be gathered from the 
experiences of a student who lived in 
a small American town. 

“One of the deepest impressions I 
have received,” this student de- 
clared, ‘‘has been the spirit: of ‘co- 
operation of the American people 
and their willingness to help one 
another.”’ 

Finally there was one student 
whose description of his experiences 
consisted of a more scientific analy- 
sis of his observations. He was 
thinking in terms of methods in 
which Germany might profit by intro- 
ducing them from the United States. 

“Tt is not easy to state’ briefly the 
value I have derived from my stay 
in America,’ he said. ‘‘It is a well- 


‘known fact that we come toa” full 


realization of the significance of our 
experiences and what we have 
learned only after we have returned 
and have had an opportunity to util- 
ize in a practical way those experi- 
ences. We receive so many new im- 
pressions that it takes time to pon- 
der over them and be able to ren- 
der a correct judgment on their rel- 
ative -values. 
Geographic Advantage Seen. 


*“‘Our purpose here would not be 
fully realized if we restricted our- 
selves merely to a study of techni- 
cal operations in our particular lines 
of work. Those of us who are engi- 
neers are, of course, primarily in- 
terested in the technical aspects of 
our work, but we must not forget 
that America owes her prosperity 
not only to her excellent business 
organization and to certain admir- 
able working conditions, but also to 
geographical conditions which are 
favorable to commerce. In this par-, 
ticular respect conditions here are 
quite different from those in Ger- 
many. It would be futile for us to 
attempt to transfef American work- 
ing conditions to Germany and to 
hope for an immediate and complete 
improvement of conditions there. 

‘In this connection I am led to 
think of Ford’s working. methods. 
So long as Germany has no markets 
these methods mean little or noth- 
ing to us, and our aim should not 
be to strive for an imitation of 
American methods of mass produc- 
tion.’ Again, Ford is not typical of 
America. There are many old- 
fashioned factories performing mar- 
velous tasks without the use of con- 
veyors and other modern equipment. 

‘We must ‘seek’ something more 
subtle.-as the cause which brings 
about these results. It is to be found 
in the relations ‘between manage- 
ment and labor, in the. idea of ,co- 
operation, in .the tariff regulations, 
in, American advertising and selling 
methods and in many other prac- 
tices growing out of the American 
industrial organization. 

“The ’ cooperation. between | em- 
ployer and employe has made a very 
deep impression on me. For three 
years before coming to America lL 
had been’ working: in. German = fac- 
tories and I can readily appreciate 
the importance of this spirit of cam- 
araderie. The evidence of interest 
in the individual workers’ problems 
and the absence of reserve on the 
part of the employer tend to in- 
crease the confidence and content- 
ment of the worker both during and 
after working hours.” — 





DOLLAR-SIZE SILVER COINS 
OF 442 YEARS. DISPLAYED 





N_ exhibit of interest to numis- 
matists, historians and to. the 
general public is the display 

of 1,600 dollar-size silver piecés 
coined by 429 States, principalities, 
cities and religious bodies over a 
period of more than 400 years. The 
collection, housed’ in the lobby of the 
Fifth Avenue and Fifty-fifth Street 
branch of the Chatham Phenix Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Company, is 
the property of Louis G.’ Kaufman, 
President of the bank, and ts said to 
exemplify the entire silver coinage 
of dollar size in every part of the 
world since 1486. 

Although silver has been ‘Used as 
money for more than 2,000 years, its 
coinage was. limited to. pieces of 
small denomination until 1486. Then 
the first silver coins of dollar size 
were struck for the Provinéé of Ty- 
ro] by ‘Sigismund, ‘Archduke of Aus |.

Hospital at 18ist Street and Amster 
dam Avenue was demolished and ‘the 
cornerstone opened. Interesting doc- 
uments, including & corporation 
statement, a few coins and several 
old newspapers. were’ taken from 
their resting place and are sow 
prized possessions of the ne 
erbocker Hospital at 70 
Avenue. 

A copy of Tum Naw Yore pee 
dated Saturday, May 23, 1885,: was 
among documents brought to light. 
Printed ‘on @ fine; durable quality. of 
paper, the eight-page journal is in 
as good condition as it was the day 
it fell frota the press. It reported 
among other things that on May 22, 
1885, the total number of shares sold 
on ‘the New York Stock Exchange 
was 150,000. Only 122. issues. were 
listed, as against 1,600, in this year’s 
5,000,000-share days. 

News stories were shorter in those 
days. On the front page of thé issue 
of May 23 1885, are thirty-five news 
items. Then as now, the dispatches | sa: 
came from many countries. Simla, 
Madrid, Paris, Berlin, London all 
contributed, to the news. Promi- 
nence was given to an account of the 
Jast hours of Victor Hugo: 

“It is reported tonight that M. 
Hugo has bequeathed his  manu- 
scripts tothe republic and that he 
expressec a wish that his place of 
burial, as well as the details of hi» 
funeral, should be decided by the 
Government, The Municipal Council 
has been asked that the author be 
buried in the Pantheon, and the 
question will be considered tomorrow 
by the Council of »Ministers. * * * 
Victor Hugo’s last words. were: 
‘Adieu, Jeanne, adieu," addressed to 
his favorite granddaughter.”’ 


Editorials of the Day. 


On the fourth page of the 1885 
issue are the editorials, six in num- 
ber. Railroad Regulation; The Hud- 
son’s Bay Route; The ‘Whigs’ and 
The Irish; Victor Hugo; Depretis 
(the Italian Prime Minister, and A 
Terrible Tale. The tale is about 
snakes, and comes from the ‘‘orderly 
town of Port Jervis.’’ It relates the 
experiences of three young men. who 
went out to spend « day in the woods 
and were attacked by 300 rattle 
snakes. Somewhere blacksnakes, a 
dog and a jug, enter the harrowing 
story which ends. thus: 

“It will not éscape notice that the 
experience of these young men was 
in one respéct unprecedented. Al ot 
them saw the rattlesnakes, the dog 
and the blacksnakes, at the same 
time. Wad one young man had this 
experierice on. Sunday, another .on 
Monday, and the third on ‘Tudsday, 
there would have been nothing 
strange about it, but that they were 
all attacked simultaneously is very 
remarkable. As the jug was empty 
when its fragmerts were found no 
analysis could be made of its origina: 
contents, but it‘is the general opinion 
in Port Jervis that the druggist’s 
stock in trade contains mor: snakes 
to the quart than does the strongest 
Jersey lightning, and that it ought 
to be seized promptly by the authori- 
ties and poured into the gutter.” 

Names of famous. personalities ap- 
pear in news of the day.. Anthony 
Comstock and Henry Ward Reesher 
were then both active in their re- 
spective fields of endeavor. 

Beecher’s Course of Sermons. 


“After talking about. Christian 
duty in the Plymouth Church prayer 
meeting last evening, the Rev. Henry 
Ward Beécher told the congregation 
why he broke off his connection with 
the New York and Brooklyn Congre- 
gational Association. He left that as- 
sociation, he said, for two reasons. 
He did not want to put the burden 
of his particular beliefs on. his 
brethren, and down under that rea- 
son, he must be free—free to say 
whatever God inspired him to say. 
He added that he dreaded to preach 
the course of sermons, to begin: to- 
morrow, on the doctrines of religion 
in the light of evolution, ‘But I wil! 
do it,’ he said, ‘in spite of you or

LUMBER CAMP NOW 
MOVES ON WHEELS 





OMETHING of local color may 

have disanpeared from the 

American forest with the pass- 

ing of the old-style -lumber 
camp, but the woodsmen accept the 
change with philosophic satisfaction. 
Such sacrifice of the picturesque as 
may have taken place finds full com- 
pensation in the new measure of 
comfort and convenience brought in- 
to the lives of those who go into the 
woods for the nation’s supply of 
lumber. 

The modern lumber camp is a dis 
tinct surprise to those who gained 
their woodland knowledge during the 
latter part of the nineteenth century. 
The ramshackle quarters of . forty 
years ago, productive of discomfort 
and disease, have passed from the 
picture, to. be supplanted bv places 
of attractive appearance and sanitary 
arrangement. Greasy, unpalatable 
and. unwholesome food. thrown to- 
gether in clumsy fashion, has been 
replaced by a bill of fare based on 
high-grade supplies and prepared ‘by 
cooks for whom culinary skill is the 
test of fitness. In manv of the North: 
western camps the kitchens are 
manned by well-paid Ohinese. and the 
visitor. who doubts the artistry of 
these Oriental chefs may learn much 
bv interviewing the lumberjacks who 
patronize them. 

The Lumberjack’s Pullman. 


One of the striking manifestations 
of logging progress is the camp on 
wheels, jokingly referred to by the 
workers as the Pullman train of the 
lumberjack: The outfit has all the 
essential characteristics of the mod- 
ern limited, with the added factor 
of ready adaptability to a logging 
site. Composed of especially designed 
cars, the train may be used as a 
traveling homé.for the limber crews, 
or it-may be anchored for a’ pro- 
longed stay in a particular.spot. Aes 
a train it.is complete in al] impor- 
tant details, with sleeping cars, 
kitchen cars, diners and a .*‘club 
car” equipped with. shower baths 
and other .conveniences.- When 
parked, with sewer and water con- 
nections established, ft becomes a 
complete village’ where the workers 
have the comforts of civilization. 

The creation of a village of this 
type is a mére matter of switching 
to spurs or sidetracks along the line 
of a lumber road. Two rows of cars, 
side by side on adjacent tracks, form 
'the nucleus of the community. The 
space. between trains becomes 4 vil- 
lage street, the houses represented 
by the various cars. A boardwalk 
runs the full length of the thorough- 
fare and the cars are equipped with 
adjustable stairways and doorsteps 
which provide easy access and com- 
fortablé lounging places at the end 
of the day’s -work. 

When settled in thelr. chosen park- 
ing place; the otcupants of the train 
ask nothing more in the way of con- 
venient living quarters. Most of them 
would view with scorn any sugges 
tion that they should trade their 
homes for the most ‘elaborate city 
apartment where’: the smell) of ‘the 
woods’ could not penetrate. 

In: the forests of Oregon and Wash: 
ington, the camps on wheels have 
brought the. {deal solution of hous 
ing problems connected with logging 
Operations. Lumbering in the spruce 
and fir regions of the Pacific North-

locomotive and moved further into 
the forest. To accomplish this means 
little more than the. laying’ of addi- 
tional track, and since the railway 
is required for lumber transport this 
phase of the work is charged against 
operating exponse rather than hous 
ing outlay. 

The added efficiency of operations 
and the greater contentment of the 
working forces yield liberal dividends 
on the initial cost of the Pullman 
train of the lumberjack. Contentment 
is an item of great . importance. 
In the shower bath the man who 
has worked at the muscle-straining 
tasks of the lumber camp through- 
out the day finds a thrill unknowns 
to the person who. +akes city con- 
veniences as a mattor of course. 
Keen observers agree that the néw 
type of camp has done much to sta- 
bilize the working forces of the 
Northwestern woodlands and to in- 
crease individual’ efficiency through 
bettered physical fitness. 

Modern development has brought 
another class of portable camp which 
has close kinship with the train ’out- 
fit. Although lacking its own wheels. 
and being dependent on flat cars for 
its transport, this secondary.type of- 
fers advantages which make it 1 
worthy’ companion ¢ the Pullman 
train. The houses are built in units 
of a width and length which per 
mit them to be handled with com- 
parative ease. 

A Veteran Speaks. 

The changes in the lumber camps 
are emphasized by the comments of 
the older generation of woodland 
workers. These veterans agree that 
present conditions are soft. for the 
lumberjacks. 

“These fellows may think that they 
have a hard life if it,’’ said one of 
the old-timers, ‘‘but they don’t know 
hardships when they see them. They 
grumble in spite of their private 
rooms, their shower baths,’ their li- 
braries, their lounging rooms, ‘their 
phonographs, their radia programs, 
their moving-picture shows, and other 
forms of luxury and entertainment. 

“The mistake made by these grum- 
blers lies in ‘their failure ‘to realize 
that they are in a paradise compared 
with the surroundings of the men 
who felled the trees in Maine and 
Michigan. Those chaps knew what it 
was to live hard. Their shacks were 
little better than the wigwams of the 
early Indians, .with. no chimneys.-or 
stovepipes.to carry off the smoke, 
and with the flimsiest sort of protec 
tion from the fierce Winter winds. 

“The life of those loggers was. a 
continuotis fight against trouble. 
Snow and frost were bad, é6nough, 
but they were outdone by the forces 
which assailed the loggers and rafts 
Men with. the approach of: Spring. 
When the ice began to give way the 
workers epent day after day in icy 
waters up to their watsts—and, fre. 
quently up to their shoulders—whilé 
they struggled with logs in thé swok 
len currents. The men were chilled 
to their very vitals, with tesultant 
undermining of their constitutions. 
On the heels of this severe éexpostire 
came the burning heat of the Sum- 
mer sun... The result was a race of 
men to which premature age was an 
accepted evil. 

“On their holidays the old-time 
lumberjacks spent their éarning; in 
profligate fashion. . Most -of them 
were extravacant in their personal 
wardrobe and I recal] the magnifi- 
cence of their holiday getup. A 
favorite style called for the wear

He was a quiet, shy, unas- 
suming lad, rather delicate appear- 
ing, when ‘he first’ began to pay’ his 
visits, and far too diffident to put 
forth any effort.to-make friends and 
too silent to talk much. 

“tte must have had the elements 
of greatness,” Mrs, Branner said, 
“and knowing what he has done, it 
is easy enough to sée that he has 
always had them. As opportunity has 
arisen, he has been big enough to 
grasp and make the most of it. When 
my husband took him into his office, 
it was an opportunity to make money 
he needed to secure the education 
he wanted.

Young Hoover’s Dependability, 

“T've often heard my husband: say 
that young Hoover was a great com- 
fort to him, because when he told 
him to do anything he could dismiss 
it from his mind, knowing .that it 
vould be done thoroughly, promptly, 
and without the necessity for my 
husband to ask a lot of questions 
or answer any. as to how, when or 
why. Mr, Branner said he never for- 
got anything, and, of course, he was 
orderly in his work. 

*‘He must have. been,”’ she laughed, 
“because my husband was the most 
orderly person I have ever known 
and I’m sure Mr. Hoover would not 
have: lasted long if he had not done 
things neatly. 

“All the world knows. how hard he 
worked to make his way through

Stanford. He was ambitious for an 
education and having’ made up his 
mind to have it, nothing could stop 
him. That ability to work hard and 
to concentrate on the thirig before 
him has since been proved many 
times, but in a place where hard 
work igs the. exception rather. than 
the rule, even that was not especially 
conspicuous at that time. Too many 
others were working hard for: their 
education, and we took it as a 
matter of course. 


‘However, his persistence grad- 
ually won him the confidence’ of ‘his 
teachers and made them willing, to 
help him when they could. I know 
my husband was glad many times to 
make extra work when there really 
wasn’t any, in order to help him 
along. But.then he would have done 
as much for any other of his boys! 
He was very fond of Herbert Hoover, 
although I don’t remember that: he 
felt any greater personal friendship 
for him then than he felt for many 
others. 


Hoover as a Freshman. 


“T remember Mr. Hoover at Stan- 
ford best during his freshman and 
sophomore years, probably because 
the university was smaller then and 
the contact with the students was 
much closer than was possible later. 
On Sunday evenings we were always 
at home to thé students and we often 
had fifty of them crowded into the 
living rooms. They talked about 
everything under the sun, and played 
their mandolins and sang for hours. 
I used to want to féed them,”’ she 
interpolated, ‘“‘but Mr. Branner never 
would let me. He said none'of them 
was hungry, as far as he knew, and 
it. was too much bother. 

“Mr. Hoover in those days was 
rather stooped in the shoulders and 
looked as if he was not very strong. 
He used. to come in with the others, 
but usually sat back in the corner 
and listened. He rarely spoke and 
always seemed to be a little il at 
ease. I decided that he had had a 
hard life and little opportunity for 
socia] affairs and that. he was there- 
fore shy with strangers, so I made 
him welcome with the rest and left 


_him to enjoy himself in his own way. 


*“T don’* mean that he was rude— 
far from it. His innate fineness and 
his natural courtesy made him agree- 
able always and he was  good- 
natured, although-I don’t remember 
that he took much paft in the hi- 
larity; he was too shy to do much 
but sit back quietly and smile.

“There has never been an atom of 
conceit, in-Mr. Hoover's make-up, nor 
in Mrs, Hoover,. either...:Their.man- 
ner, too, is always genuinély simple. 
When we were in London they in- 


and they kept us for a whole month. 
The delightful quality of their hos- 
pitality: and the very evident delight 
Mr. Hoover showed. at..seeing Mr. 
Branner again, and incidentally my- 
self, is a lovely memory. Mr, Hoover 
never. forgot that Mr. Branner had 
helped him, and while that fact of 
itself was nothing wunusual—Mr. 
Branner was always helping students 
—I’m sure that none ever appreciated 
it more than did Herbert Hoover, 
“He was always blunt, almost to 
the point of utter tactlessness, but 
his clearness’ of: vision, one of his 
most marked .characteristics,, made 
him see almost instantly the right 
or the wrong of a matter, and once 
having seen that, nothing could deyl- 
ate him from the course he thought 
was right. While that''trait doubt- 


other students, they came later to 
know him for a strong character, 
and I think he became a real leader. 
However, he was not even then con- 
spicuous enough to attract atten- 
tion outside the student body. I 


never let those of us on the outside 
see beneath the shyness. 


“At college, we always thought he

A MALMAISON IN MISSISSIPPI 
BUILT BY AN INDIAN CHIEF 





MERICA, like France, has its 
Malmaison. The American Mal- 
maison is situated in the heart 

of the Mississippi delta. It was the 
home of a great Indian chieftain 
Greenwood Le Flore,. who turned 
planter.and Southern gentleman, so 
impressed his personality upon the 
history of. Mississippi that the tales 
of his courage and pride are still 
handed on. there. 

The house is something of a monu- 
ment to the place Greenwood Le 
Flore made for himself in the lo- 
cality. It is of that period—the mid- 
dle of the nineteenth century—in 
which the planters.of the South were 
enjoying a golden age of prosperity 
and establishing a tradition for lav- 
ish living and prodigal hospitality. A 
corps of trained slaves under the di- 
rection: of an architect constructed 
its wide galleries and hanging bal- 
conies, its: two-story. columns, its 
lofty chambers and its spacious halls. 

Malmaison was the manor house 
of a 15,000-acre plantation. It was 
equipped for the entertainment of 
200 guests. Most of the furnishings, 
including silver,’ glass and china, 
came.from France. There was a 
drawing room set of thirty pieces of 


‘solid mahogany trimmed 1: gold and 


upholstered ir silk damask. ‘There 
were handsome: tables and gorgeous 
mirrors and rosewood beds canopied 
with tapestries. 

In’ the o14 chief of the Choctaws 
who built -he -house coursed the 
blood of French explorers and In- 
dian .braves...In his youth he had 
greatly admired Napoleon, but his 
admiration had turned to disdain 
when the Empeéror divorced Joseph- 
fine Josephine became his heroine; 
and. when..be. finished his house. he 
called it after her. 

When scarcely more than a boy 
Greenwood Le Flore was . chosen 
Chief of the. Western district of the 
Choctaw Tudians and a few yeais 
later he was elected Chief of the en- 
tire Choctaw nation. Immediately 
he set out on a course of improve 

ment for his people, stablishing 
schools, calling. economic confer- 
ences; suvpressing savage rites and 
customs,, encouraging agriculture 
and promoting friendliness with the 
whites. Once, the story is told, @ 
commissioner sent to inspect the 
Choctaw. country ceported. certain 
Matters in. @ light unfavorable to 
Le Flore; whereupon the Chief set 
out in his private carriage on'a jour: 


ney to. Washington. Ee strode into 


“gre you aware that you are talking 
to the President of the United 
States?” 

“I am, sir,’ féplied Le Flore, “and

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Home of Greenwood Le Flore Was Named for 
The Chateau in Which Josephine Lived 


attracted to the man, and the mat- 
ter was satisfactorily adjusted. 
Among the trophies Le Flore passed 
on to his descendants are a sabre 
and a bronze medal] presented to him 
by Président Jackson in token of the 
friendship between the Government 
and the Choctaw nation. 

It was under Le Flore’s Iéadership, 
in the face of great personal] danger 
from the dissenting elements of his 
oe that the Dancing Rabbit 

reaty was signed in 1830, under the 
terms of which the Choctaw nation 
exchanged its lands east of the Mis- 


sissippi for other lands further West. 
Le Flore received 1,000 acres of land 
and the title of Colonel) for his ser- 
vices, and, when his people departed, 
he remained in Mississippi to found 
a family and build a mansion. 
Greenwood Le Flore was in ‘his 
happiest mood, it fs said,° when his 
home was full of friends, and fabu- 
lous tales are told of his entertain- 
ing. But the mansion and its master 
fell on evil days during the Civil 
War. The oath of allegiance hé_ had 
taken to the Stars and Stripes, as 
Chief of the Choctaw nation, held 
him in spite of the strongest pressure 
from local influences. His friends 
turned to enemies and war visited 
his lands, but the: rugged Chieftain 
stood unshakable until death came in 
A:.zust; 1865. Wrapped in the ‘flag, 
his body was carried. from  Mal- 


maison (vo the family. buryin “yore 
near by, where his grave We ay 


fully tended. 








OLD GULF-TO-LAKE WATERWAY 
PROJECT STEADILY ADVANCES 





Na few years the gigantic con- 

struction work on dams and locks 

- recently begun in. certain Illinois 
cities. will have been completed. The 
long-talked-of waterway from the 
Great Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico 
will start fulfilling its promise to 
commerce, and a dream two and a 
half centuries old wil) be realized. 

When Marquette and Joliet were 
exploring the headwaters of the Iili- 
nois River in 1673 the vision came to 
them. of a cana) connecting the 
“Take of the Ilinois,’”’ as Lake Mich- 
igan was then called, with the Mis 
sissippi River, thus linking up the 
great inland seas with the waters of 
the Gulf and the ocean. They even 
suggested that the canal begin at the 
south branch of the Chicago River, 
about five miles from the lake, and 
thence reach the valley of the Des- 
plaines River. 

More than a century later the prac- 
ticability and importance of such an 
improvement were presented to, Con- 
gress, the idea being embodied in a 
report on rivers and canals by Al- 
bert Gallatin, then Secretary of the 
Treasury. From then on the “Lake- 
to-the-Gulf” waterway has néver 
been without partisans. 


Advancing the Project. 
Several] years later, when three 
United States commissioners went 
to St. Louis to treat with the Pota- 
watotal, Ottawa and Chippewa 
tribes, they had in mind the build- 
ing of such @ canal, and in 1825 an

This meant 
laying out towns and selling town 
lots, in the performance of which 
task. the origina) town of Chicago 
was plotted.

Activities were then suspended 
until 1846, when a loan of $1,000,000 
made it possible for work to proceed 
until the canal was ready for busi- 
ness, in April, 1848. Up to that time 
it had cost the State more than 
$6,000,000.. When finished; however, 
its success seemed assured, business | ct" 
at first being more than could well 
be handled, 

The Coming of the Railroad, 

For the next few years the- canal 
business flourished, But in Winter 
the canalboats had to “lay up,” ond 
one Winter the young Chicago & 
Rock Island Railroad, having/ © 
reached Joliet, proceeded to La Salle| 
and Peru. The railroad not only 
served the territory well that Winter 
but took on many of the boat cap- 
tains:as conductors; and when Sum- 
mer came : the canal manage- 
ment. realized it had a competitor. 
Eventually it was outdistanced as a 
public carrier, but the idea of a ship| 
cana] connecting the lakes with the 
Gulf survived,

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Spain’s. rulers, Philip I, has 
determined to let modern science 
judge whether his erfatic but widely 
beloved heir, Don Carlos, was put to 
death by poison at his direction. The 
body of the youth, now dead, nearly 
400 years, is to be exhumed from its 
vault in the Pantheon of the Hsco- 
rial and examined. 


Historians have argued over and 
romanticists have lamented the 
young Prince’s fate, The popular 
legend has persisted all these years 
that. he was the victim of his fa- 
ther’s jealousy. Documentary evi- 
dence, if ever there was such,’ has 
not been found, but the circum- 
stances of the ill-fated lad’s last 
days point an accusing finger at the 
stern and unrelenting King. . 

If there be any foundation for the 
legend, it would seem to have been 
laid on the day when the lovely Isa- 
belle of Valois, daughter of Catherine 
of Medici and .Henry Il of France, 
rode into Guadalajara on her white 
palfrey. The eyes of both father and 
eon, Philip and the young Don Car- 
los, rested upon her. She had barely 
turned'15; her slender figure was 
robed in brocades stiff with jeweled 
embroidery; the hearts of both men 
might easily have been stirred. 

Isabella’s Réle. 

The ‘devious ways of international 
scheming played.a strange game with 
her. Intended originally to be the 
bride of the son, she ultimately was 
matried to the father. The ‘King, 
seeking strong alliances for’ his 
house, early:planned the marriage of 
Isabella and Carlos as an alliance 
with the powerful rulers of France. 
In the treaty of Cateau Cambresis 
preliminary steps were taken. But 
before the final. signatures . were 
placed upon the contract of .mar 
riage, Mary Tudor, wife of Philip, 
died and the father’s name displaced 
that of the son. 

Did Isabella bestow her affection 
upon Don Carlos, who was about her 
own age, when her hand went to the 
King, who was twenty years her 
senior? Did the pale-faced ‘boy, 
whose misshapen body had been 
wracked by fever and prolonged ill- 
ness,’ feel his heart moved by the 
wistful girl? These questions all the 
learned members of the Academy of 
Spanish History will never be able to 
answer. Romancers have believed 
that a strong affection united the 
Prince and his gentle stepmother; @ 
love, so they add, that was cut short 
by the King in causing his son to be 
poisoned. 


Don Carlos was born July 8, 155, 
at Valladolid. His. mother, a princess 
of ‘Portugal, died a few days later. 

‘he lad, history relates, grew up 
without the surveillance of his father, 
who spent long stretches of time at- 
tending 'to the affairs of his kingdom 
at the Court of England and in the 
Low Countries. He entrusted the 
béy’s ‘upbringing to his sister,. Jo- 
anna, an over-indulgent and all too 
lenient spinster. The lad’s character 
‘was marked by strong contrasts: He 
was arrogant, wayward, cruel, gen- 
erous, truthful, fearless. It is said 
that up to the age of 11 he mani- 
fested .unusual qualities of bright- 
ness. After that time his intellect 
diminished and his temper became 
unruly, 

When, not long after tiie marriage 
of Philip and Isabella; he was rec- 
ognized by the Cortes of Castile as 
heir to the throne, he showed at the 
height of the ceremony that mixture 
of character that caused him to be 
at once loved and hated. Graciously 
he refused to allow Joanna and Don 
John of Austria to prostrate them- 
selves before him; and then ‘with 
equal arrogance he rebuked the 
proud -Duke. of Alva, his father’s 
trusted ‘General, who so far forgot 
himself that he did not bend his stiff 
back in the princely presence. 


A Second. Turn of Fate. 

Once again fate added.a twist to 
the Prince’s fortunes. He was sent 
to Alcala de Henares, famous for its 
university; to pursue his studies. One 
night he fell down a flight of stairs, 
striking his head at the bottom. It 
is said that he was in pursuit of a 
girl who was trying to escape his 
advances.

HAT’S in a name?’ asked

Now along comes Andrew Jackson 
Cohen of El Paso, Texas, to prove 
that Shakespeare was wrong.

John 
McGraw had long nursed the idea of 
having a Jewish ball player on the 
Giants. He wanted one as an attrac 
tion. to New York fans. Whenever 
he heard of one who seemed even 
a possible big leaguer he bought him 
and tried him out. There was only 
one. hitch in his plan—none of them 
could play ball. At least, they 
couldn’t play well enough to be popu- 
lar_at the Polo Grounds.

OR the first time in the history 
‘of the world, the great nations 
whi¢h control the destinies of 
mankind have decided, after 
prolonged deliberation, to enter into 
@ solemn and specific treaty fore- 
Swearing the practice of war. 


In its final form, this momentous 
instrument of diplomacy, for which 
there is no precedent discoverable in 
any archives, was submitted to the 
powers by the United States of 
America. In Years to come the 
treaty will be associated with the 
Name of Frank SB. Kellogg, Secre- 
tary of State; in whose hands lay a 
long and difficult negotiation. 


The treaty has been accepted - by, 
fifteen nations and formal signa- 
tures of adhesion have been arriving 
at Washington daily, It is under- 
‘stood that the final ratification will 
take plate* at Paris;'*probably “in 
October, and’ that it ‘will be a cere- 
mony, adequate to an occasfon that 
inarks so important an epoch. There 
is @ desire that Foreign Ministers at- 
tend in ‘person, and ‘in this’ event 
Secretary ‘Kellogg, so it is stated. 
would expect to be: present. 


The approving powers ‘are, first, 
Germany, France, Italy, Britain, 
Spain end Japan. Next, there are 
three States, Czechoslovakia, Poland 
and Belgium, who were signatories 
to the nact of Locarno. Finally,. we 
have the British Dominions, Ireland, 
Australia, Canada, South Africa, 
India, Trish Free State and New Zea-. 
land, to which State Secretary Kel- 
logg addressed separate invitations. 

It is clearly understood. that -the 
treaty is not limited to-these original 
signatories. Any. nation is,.welcome 
to adhere to, the treaty, and .on .the 
same terms.

It continued to be manifest that, in 
the friendliest fashion, the United 
States and France were using similar 
terms “put ‘in a different sense,’ Yet 
ths ‘discussion was not to be avoided.

Striking American Expansions. 


As the commercial interests of the 
United States have expanded—as our 
stake in world affairs has mounted— 
the commiunication channels of Amer- 
ica also have spréad out across the 
world. And as the natural course of 
British cables has followed the march 
of empire, that of American lines has 
gravitated to the high points of com- 
mercial and diplomatic activity. Latin 
America has become in the past few 
years our spécial sphere of communi- 
cation influence, meeting direct, com- 
petition there with British lines that 
have reached beyond British colo- 
nies. Great Britain and” FPrafice 
dominated the Latin-American. field 
a few years ago. Today the lead has 
gone to the United States. 


And within the past few years 
America has struck out’ on a new 
path of international communication 
development in which its leadership 
is disputed by none—telephones. ‘The 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company has linked the Western 
Hemisphere, to the Eastern by trans- 
oceanic wireless telephony. Un- 
der the aegis of the International 
Telephone .and- Telegraph Company 
American capital and American 
brains have been Javishly invested 
overseas. The Madrid business man 
who wants to talk with his branch 
in Barcelona dials his call on an ‘\- 
strument made. by a subsidiary of 
the I. T.. and T. and the message is 
carried by a plant and a staff organ- 
ized: and maintained by. American 
technique. While the new telephones 
of Paris are not made in the U._58. 
A., they have been. designed by 
American engineers and built by the 
French factories. of the same corpo- 
ration.

Consider the communications. map 
of the world today and compare.it 
with the map of yesterday.

Were also connected with a few 
scattered lines. But even on the 
lines that then existed comparatively 
little traffic was handled; the prices 
were prohibitive for most people and 
the cables. themselves were exceed- 
ingly, limited in. their carrying .ca- 
pacity. 

In the '90s:-it. cost $2.50. a+ word 
to.gend.a message from. London. to 
Australia,. compared with 50. cents.to- 
day, or 15:cents for a deferred letter; 
and the old lines could handle only 
25.40. 30. words a minute, against the 
250 to 500 words which the permalloy 
cable. will carry today. . Few private 
messages were sent in. those .days; 
and the foreign news in the..New 
York papers could be set..in two 
columns, while now... it sometimes 
runs. into scores. 


New Universe of Communication. 


Today. the. map of the world is a 
tangled criss-cross. of. communica- 
tions, .. The cable. lines alone. haye 
multiplied . prodigiously....Not only 
have..the old routes..been enlarged 
but..the blank. spaces have been 
covered... The Pacific Ocean is-now 
spanned..by two lines. that: hitch to- 
gether America, Asia and Oceania, 
South America is now connected 
several ways with North America, 
Europe and Africa.

Newly Built Stadium Has Room for 40,000 Spectators— 
American Team Will Live on Its Steamer— 
Crowded Hotels in Three Cities 


By CLAIR PRICE. 
AMSTERDAM. 


ITH the opening next Sat- 
urday of the main program 
of the 1928:Olympic Games, 
the centre of the sporting 

world shifts to the end of ase Am- 
stelveen Road in the extreme south> 
west of Amsterdam. There, in @| 
new stadium, the piék of the world’s. 
amateur athletes will begin their 
march past with a dipping of flags 
and a sharp eyes-right as they pass 
the Dutch Prince Consort in the 
royal box. The day’s ceremonies will 
include the release of the pigeons, 
the reading of the Olympic oath, the 
lighting of the smoke-column on the 
150-foot marathon tower and the 
breaking out of the flags of the for- 
ty-four competing nations on the red 
walls of the stadium. Then the 
Prince Consort will declare the 
ninth Olympic Games well and truly 
opened. 

Weight lifting, one of the least 
exciting events in the entire pro- 
gram, will begin at once in the 
wrestling hall outside the stadium. 
While it is still in progress next 
Sunday, the fencing events begin in 
the fencing hall, the high jump and 
shot-putting in the stadium at 2 P. 


werp games in 1920 and the Paris 
games in 1924, and they will un- 
doubtedly put up a strong bid to re- 
tain second place at Amsterdam this 
year... Whether they succeed is likely 
to depend on the big German team. 

This year the Germans come back 
to the games for the first time since

In the stadium 
the program will rise in interest 
through the decathlon, the ten-event 
combination for all-round athletes, 
to the marathon race, which will be 
run two weeks from today. Outside 
the stadium, the games and their 
varied incidentals will envelop most 
of North Holland before they reach 
the closing ceremony in the stadium 
three weeks from today. 

The familiar Olympic flag, the five 
colored rings on a white ground, 
has been flying all Summer over the 
larger hotels of Amsterdam, The 
Hague and Rotterdam. The words, 
“TXe Olympiade Amsterdam 1928," 
have been embossed on Dutch hotel 
and restaurant menus and poste 
marked on Dutch mail for the last 
year. For the last two years the 
128 acres of the Olympic grounds at 
the end of the Amstelveen Road 
have been slowly rising out of the 
swamp, which used to occupy that 
angle of the Amstel Canal. 


Today the new stadium alone oc- 
cupies an area of 9.7 acres, more 
than Vespasian’s Colosseum in Rome 
occupies, although the greater size 
of the stadium’s arena reduces its 
capacity in spectators to 40,000, less 
than half the number the Colosseum 
once accommodated. The green of 
its football field, now to be ‘ised for 
field athletics and gymnastics, is 
circled by a quarter-mile cinder track, 
with a cycling track of concrete out 
side it, so steeply banked at the ends 
of the arena as to rise to the lowest 
of the series of tiers for speciators, 
which shelve away to the top of the 
outer wall, where the flags of the 
competing nations add a touch of 
color and carnival to the scene. 


American Team Largest. 


For two weeks this spacious arena 
will focus the attention of a world 
which has spent the last year in 
training its finest athletes. The 
American team will be the largest in 
numbers of any team competing. Its 
300 members are crossing in the 
United States liner President Roose- 
velt and will live in their ship during 
their stay in Amsterdam. Jt will ve 
berthed about twenty minutes from 
the stadium, and its neighbors will 
be the Rotterdam, South America 
liner Gelria, housing the Finns; the 
White Star liner Arabic, housing the 
Norwegians, and the Oranje Nassau 
of the daily Flushing-Harwich ser- 
vice, housing the Irish. Other teams 
from countries as remote as Japan, 
New Zealand, So Africa ang 
Argentina will be housed ashore in 
small hotels, school: buildings and 
boarding houses all over Amsterdam 
and in Zandvoort, Bloemendaal, 
Haarlem, Hilversum and Utrecht.

He was 
soon involved in three major crises, 
the principal one of which was the 
banking scandal. This came to a 
head when he had Signor Tanlongo, 
Director General of the Banca Ro- 
Mana, appointed a Senator. The 
Senate refused to admit him, and in 
the furore certain disclosures were 
meade of a damaging character to 
Giolitti’s honor. 
Ousted as Premier. 

An fiaquiry” suibsequently cleared 
him of any personal dishonesty, but 
it was found out that in order to 
save his henchman Tanlango he had 
abused his position as Premier by 
abstracting certain official docu- 
ments. He was at once forced to re 


sign and was immediately afterward |’ 


impeached for abuse of, Ministeria) 
power. However, the competency df 
the court to judge Ministeria) acts 
was denied, the case was .dropped 
and Giolitti was left with a stigma 
on his character, all but ruined and 
relegated to political obscurity. 

He did not become Premier aguin 
until 1903, but he had in the mean- 
time built up his prestige while re- 
maining in the background. From 


the beginning of the éentury unti?}' 


1915 he was in fact the arbiter, of 
Italy’s political destiny; whether, he 
was in power or out. It was he who 
founded the Guardia Regia; a sort 
of political police force or private 
army. 

An act of major miportanice came 
in 1911 when he ordered »the Libyan 
campaign, and without referente to 
the other powers or to his'‘own Parlia- 
ment proclaimed not a protectorate 
over that area of African territory 
but Italy’s outright sovereignty. The 
consequences of that act were wide- 
spread; it embroiled Italy in war 
with Turkey and led directly to the 
Balkan wars by giving the Balkan 
peoples the opportunity of shaking 
off forever the Turkish yoke. 


But there is another angle which | 


shows to what extent .Giolitti,.was a 
man of priticipie:’ On his own admis- 
sion he was opposed 'to’the Libyan 
campaign and opposed,’ too,-to ‘the 
proclamation of, full. Italian .sover- 
eignty. But publi¢ feeling ran, high, 
clamoring for war..and» ‘aggrandiz- 
ment, and the Prémier, without’ re- 
signing, gave way to vit. 
Banished a, Second Time. 

Three years later he sponsored 
Italy’s declaration of neutrality in 
the World War, and in the. long- 
drawn-out battle for intervention on 
the allied side Gioletti stood fast’ for, 
neutrality. This time, however, he 
fsugat public opinion and was not 
aoove attempting to upset Premier 
Salandra to gain his ends. Ali this 
brought down on his head a storm of 
abuse in which he was freely called 
a traitor. .Once again he was. ban- 
ished to the politica) limbo. 

As before, he quietly set to work 
to restore his position and in, 1920 
he became Premier for the fifth and 
last time.

Government Aid. 

“You believe in governmental ac- 
tion to benefit the farmer, don’t 
you?’’ I asked. 

“Yes, of course; I’ve fostered a& 
good deal of such action mysélf. But 
it hasn’t been restricted merely to 
aid the business of farming. . It has 
been for the benefit of the whole 
field of country life. Not.tha* they 
don’t go together. The more pros- 


ministrations 
have been obtained; but the work 
must go on unti] there is a 100 
per cent, eradication of this menace 
to public health. 


Looks to Electric Power. 


“Farming must be made more 
profitable. Living conditions in the 
country are not unfavorable, 
there is a disparity in opportunities 
to earn money in city and country.

In connections with questions of dis- 
ease control it is a natural step to 
Governor Smith’s interest in rural 
health.. He called a conference of 
physicians in the Executive Chamber 
at the Capitol, got their expert aid 
and assistance and succeeded in get- 
ting the first act for State aid to 
rural communities in public health 
effort. Several counties have availed 
themselves of this assistance. . Al- 
though his predecessor opposed the 
use of Federal appropriations under 
the Sheppard-Towner act for ma- 
ternity. and infancy care, Governor 
Smith took steps to secure such 
funds, with the result that New York 
is in the front rank in its protective 
and preventive work, much needed 
in the rural] districts. 

Work of Health Department. 

The Governor’s activities for rural 
health have been consistent, persis- 
tent and insistent. In 1920 he em- 
phasized the fact that there was a 
lack of medical service in the rural 
districts. 
“I realized,” said the Governor, 
“that the time had come. when there 
should be sor:e sort of reorganization 
of nrealth administration. within the 
counties ‘hemselves under the su- 
pervision of the State health author- 
ities.

first. As she came down she scraped 
along the ice and sheared off ‘the 
gondola, in which were Nobile, Ma- 
riano the pilot, Zappl,’ Vigiierl, Dr. 
Dehounek and Dr: Malmgren, | both 
of whom were meteorologists;  Giu- 
seppe Biagi, the: radio’ operator; 
Trolani, a motor attendant; Ceccioni 
and the unfortunate Pomelia. ‘It is 
a miracle; perhaps, that any of these 


- Men came out alive. 


The shock knocked off séveral tons 


“of toe, besides relieving the ship ef 


the weight of gondola and ma- 
chinery. It bounded back into the 
air. As it went up the dazed men 
on the ice caught sight of the horri- 
fied countenance of Ettore Arduino, 
who was running along the beam of 
the dirigible. Apparently he was still 
unharmed. The remaining members 
of the crew not in the main gondola 
were scattered along the length of 
the’ship at theit posts of duty. There 
was no’réason to think that all did 
not survive tle first crash. What 
happened afterward remained a mat- 
tér of the‘ wildest conjecture. 


The crippled Italia rose swiftly and 
was blown eastward by the strong 
wind, To some of those. who 
watched it seemed to disappear. into 
the clouds. This was Nobile’s first 
impression. Others, following it with 
their eyes, saw a “high column of 
dense; black smoke’ envelop it some 
twenty minutes after the crash. 
When the sthoke cleared away the 
Girigible was seen no more. 


Six Men Carried. Away. 


This left only two possibilities. One 
was. that. the. gas. had exploded, in 
which case every man left on board 
must have been instantly killed. The 
other was that the smoke may have 
come, from..oil and. benzine. tanks 
thrown overboard to lighten the ship 
and .catching fire upon. hitting the 
ground. The bag itself was not seen 
to. fall,.and there was-no flash of 
flame. No one could be sure whether 
the. six men carried away had lived 


: or died. ‘There were moments after 


the disaster when. Nobile. and his 
companions envied them what:might 
have been a: swift and easy death. 


By a stroke of good fortune most 
of the instruments in the gondola 
had been’ saved undamaged. Biagi, 
the radio operator, set up his appa- 
ratus and was able to receive mes- 
sages from the very start, although 
it was nearly:two weeks befure he 
was able to: get through to the outer 
world. It is probable that sonie of 
the méssages: picked up in various 
parts: of the earth ‘during the inter- 
vening time and dismissed as hoaxes 
Teally did come from the Italia. 

Conditions’ were désperate. The 
ship had had’ amplé supplies of' food 
and Arctic equipment on board, but 
most of it had been carried off with 
the ‘bag... ‘Biagi’s inability to get re- 
plies to-his 8 O'S calls made it seem 
unlikely that rescue could come in 
time, Nobile’s calculations placed 
him off Cape Leigh Smith; near 
Foyn Island. 

Dividing the Party. 

The first decision which had to be 
faced was whether. the survivors in 
the Nobile group should remain to- 
gether while waiting for rescue or 
whether a party should be detached 
to try to reach the outer world on 
foot. The ‘question must have been 
discussed for long hours during the 
first five.days after the crash. Final- 
ly,,on May 30, it was,.agreed that a 
party of three, consisting of Dr. 
Malmgren, Captain Mariano and Cap- 
tain Zappi.should try to cross: to the 
mainland of Northeast: Land and 
thence, if: possible, make their way 
westward to North Cape. 

There they might hope to get in 
tou... with the’ Citta de Milano or 
some other rescuing ship, if it were 
able to break through the ice on the 
‘west coast of Spitsbergen: ‘They car- 
ried no radio, but Nobile would be 
able to inform the base ship, as soon 
as he could communicate with her, 
of the route they had taken. 

The vénture was a desperate one. 
It was too dangerous, in fact, to be 
undertaken by any party of men not 
already in imminent peril of their 
lives. Between Foyn Island and the 
Mainland Was a desert of shifting; 
tumbled ‘ice; with stretches of open 
water appearing as warmer weather 
came on. Malmgren and his com- 
panions risked falling into open 
lee@s or of being marooned on float- 
ing ice from which they could not 
escape: If they avoided these men- 
aces they had to face the Arctic cold, 
deadly to podrly équipped men even 
when the ice is melting. _

parties of Italian chasseurs to. make 
an overland search, which, in view of 
the absence of definite information, 
w-s like hunting a needle in a hay- 
stack. The steamer Braganza and 
the whaler Hobby both prepared to 
set out fr6m.Tromsé. It was an- 
nounced that Riiser-Larsen, who had 
been with Amundsen in the Norge 
in 1926, would head a Norwegian ex- 
pedition. 

But. the high dramatic moment of 
the situation came when Amundsen, 
learhing at Oslo during a luncheon 
g en in honor of the Arctic aviators, 
Wilkins and Eielson, that Nobile had 
been ‘wrecked, announced that he 
was ready ‘‘to start right away’’ to 
the rescue. The announcement was 
cheered: because Amundsen and 
Nobile hadcome: out. of the 
Norge expedition anything but good 
friends, A little later Amundsen was 
to make good hie promise in: heroic 
fashion. 

haconicledancsis by sea, land and 
air were ineffective. Captain Sora, 
landed. with four companions at the 
northeasttern point. of. Spitzbergen, 
djsappeared. The Braganza reached 
the North Cape, but found no one. 
Lieutenant Leutzow-Holm, the .Nor- 
wegian flier,. made a futile flight.

Amundsen’s Last. Flight. 

Two days later Captain Amundsen, 
in - a French: plane piloted: by Major 
René Guilbaud and carrying -a.crew 
of four other men, took. off from 
Tromso. The ‘plane was a power 
ful one with a‘ wide cruising radius, 
and ‘little anxiety’ was felt when it 
failed to reach: either ;Kings: 3ay 
or Advent: Bay, south of Kings: Bay. 
Up) to’ this point: the ‘trip was a 
simple one;,' as over-ocean flights go. 
But from >the :moment- of leaving 
Troms6 the heroie::explorer and his 
companions Gisappeared from the 
sight: and sound “of: men without 
leaving a trace. 

No- word came back,’ no hint as 


to their destination, no call for help: ;

On the very day of Amundsen’s 
departure Nobile had .the terrible 
disappointment of seeing two planes, 
piloted by Riisér-Larsen and Luet- 
zow-Holm, pass.over his camp with- 
out seeing his frantic signais. ‘The 
planes were flying at altitudes of 
between 750 and 900 feet; Their 
failure to notice such a conspicuous 
object as «Nobile’s red tent gives 
somé indication of the nature of the 
tumbled ice in which the camp lay. 
Three times in as many days the 
survivors of the Italia were doomed 
to this: pitiful experience. 

Finally,; on June 20, ‘the Italian 
pilot, Major Umberto Maddalena, 
guiding his course by radio’ signals 
exchanged between Nobile, the. Citta 
di Milano and his own plane; found 
the camp, swooped.down to within 
150 feet of the ice and dropped hun- 
dreds. of pounds of food, medicines 
and other badly-needed stores. Two 
days later he, returned 7ith Major 
Penzo and dropped other supplies. 
The ice seemed too soft and the open 
spaces in the water too small to 


|| allow alanding by either a seaplané 


or-a land plane. But on.June 24 the 
Swedish Lieutenant Hinar-Paal Lund- 
borg, in a tiny. machine barely able 
to.carry two men did the impossible

The Rescue of Nobile. 

When Lundborg landed. he believed 
that the rescue of’ Nobile’ and. his 
five companions ‘would -be..a. matter 
of-enly a few hours. - Nobile went 
first—an act. which was to. bring 
upon him a storm of criticism. He 


') was carried to the icebreaker Quest 


in Hinlopen Strait.and then taken by 
air to the Citta di Milano. , Lund- 
borg meanwhile returned to take an- 
other passenger. Ceccion! was to go 
next, But in attempting to rise 
Lundborg upset and crippled. his 
plane, so that the net result of the 
day’s efforts was that he was a 
prisoner of the ice pack in place of 
Nobile. : 

He remained on the ice until July 
5, eleven days later, when a plane 
with Lieutenant Schyberg at the 
controls took him off, . In statements 
made.after his rescue he gave some 
idea of conditions among the 
stranded aviators, The tension was 
telling on them. ‘‘Our life together,’’ 
declared Lundborg, “‘was not always 
on the best of terms. Violent dis- 
cussions took place during the eve- 
nings.’”? Perhaps poor Ceccioni, who 
had come'so near being rescued, had 
the worst of it.’’ 


Rescued and Rescuers. 


Other rescuers and would-be res- 
cuers were having hard times. Cap- 
tain Sora, with three men, had van- 
ished and it was feared he was dead. 
He had, in fact,» with one :compan- 
ion, Von Dongen, achieved the al- 
most impossible feat of crossing from 
the mainland of ‘Northeastland to 
Foyn Island. Babushin, the Russian 
avidtor, was lost for five days. On 
July 11 Chukhnovsky, operating from 
the Krassin, sighted Zappi and 
Mariano on the ice off Northeastland 
and gave information which led to 
their rescue by the Krassin next day: 

Tt was at first thought that Chukh- 
novsky had seen all three men and 
that Zappf and Mariano ‘had remained 
on the ice beside the dead ‘body of 
Malmgren. The ‘rescuers’ on the 
Krassin found this to be a mistake. 
Malmgren; worn out by fatigue and 
by ‘injuries he had received. had been 
left behind by ‘his companions, in a 
dying condition, a “month earlier. 
The accounts of his final hours are 
among the most pitiful in -rctic his- 
tory. He was a young and brilliant 
scientist, whose work had already 
earned him a reputation. . Apparent- 
ly he was more used to cold and to 
Arctic conditions in general than 
either Zappi or Mariano.’ When he 
could go no.further, according, to the 
story attributed to Zappi and Mariano 
he asked them to hollow out a shal- 
low grave in the ice and léave him; 
they did so, and when they had 
steuggled on for a few hundred’ feet 
they looked back and saw’ him make 
a last motion with his hand.

Radical Reconstruction of Streets and Loading 
Zones Necessary i in Future, but Meanwhile 
Police Must Keep Cars Moving Somehow 


‘By HELEN, ‘ORMSBEE. 
are 110,776 motor trucks 
and. delivery. .cars.. running 
around the streets..of New 
York, and there seem to be 
pretty nearly 110,776 ypinions as to 
what ought to be done about. this 
constantly growing volume of traffic. 
For, while the city’s population in 
1927 increased a little more than 
seven-tenths of 1 per cent, over the 
preceding year, the automobile regis- 
trations increased about'7 per cent., 
or nearly ‘ten times as fat. 

What streets shall the truck use? 
During ‘what ‘hours shall it work? 
Where shall it load’ and unload its 
goods? Shall it be given preferential 
consideration, or treated like the 
poor relation of the so-called ‘‘pleas- 
ur> cars?” Everybody, from the of- 
fice ‘boy who dodges bumpers in 
Fourth Avenue to the woman who 
drives her own coupé, has‘ an idea or 
two on thesé points. 

“Back ‘in 1900 we used ‘to make 
three ‘deliveries @ day! to our cus- 
tomers’ south ‘of Fifty-rinth Street,’’ 
said the representative of‘ one of the 
largest department stores in the city. 
‘‘We Rad horses then, and the de- 
livery’ men. wére: known ‘as drivers 
and wagon boys.” Now we call them 
chauffeurs and helpers: ‘Traffic 
problems? “There weren't any ‘then. 
Our wagons could jog around with a’ 
load of packages, come back‘for an- 
other; and ‘still: another’ before clos- 
ing time. Now one load is a day’s 
work. What are we coming to in 
this city when things get thicker? 
I don’t know, but my guess is double- 
deck streets.”’ 

Elevated Roadways. 

‘“‘Double-deck streets are only one 
of the arrangements that I’m con- 
vinced will come by and by,”’ said I. 
D. Pratt, general manager of the 
Motor Truck Association of America, 
an organization of owners of com- 
mercial vehicles. ‘“The New York of 
the future will probably... have..two- 
story marginal ways along the Hast 
and North Rivers, the upper level 
being a through route. ‘Connecting 
these marginal ways, -there will 
doubtless be double-deck: crosstown 
streets at intervals. THis, you under- 
stand, is merely my opinion. The 
association I represent is not advo- 
cating any specific program, though 
we study them all with interest.” 

“The most urgent need for im- 
proving trucking conditions in New 
York today,” said Thomas F. Barry, 
secretary of the ‘Merchant -Truck- 
men’s Bureau, ‘‘is some requirement 
by city or State authorities that the 
owner of a truck show financial re- 


sponsibility before he is allowed ‘to : 


carry goods for hire.”’ 
Besides responsible concerns,. there 


are many fly-by-night iruckers. They |’ 


are supposed to own their vehicles, 
but often enough they have placed 
chattel mortgages on them or have 
made only initial ‘down-payments. 
They don't actually own much more 
than the wheels. 

Thése men will offer to transport 
goods for a’ surprisingly low figure. 
Suppose a merchant sees a chance to 
cut expenses and entrusts a load of 
freight to one of these gangs. Weeks 
later, perhaps, he gets word that 
each of his shipments reached its 
consignee a case or two short.’ What 
éanh the merchant do about it? When 
he looks for the truckers, maybe 
they have moved away. If they 
haven't, he van’t collect from them, 
for they own no property ‘and carry 
no insutance. He can’t have them 
arrested,' for he has no proof that 
his goods were stolen. ‘They disap- 
peared, that’s all. 


Responsibility of Ownership. 


Legitimate trucking interests feel 
that the streets. of New York would 
be roomier and safer if irresponsible 
truckers; were weeded out,.. That’s 
the truckmen’s view ‘of traffic con- 
gestion, -The word: truckman,: they 
tell: you, means: the owner ‘of; one or 
more trucks who) hires other ‘people’ 
to-do the driving for him. -The big- 
gest of these owners has 950 trucks 
and 275 trailers. The man who sits 
at the wheel of a truck is called a 
truck driver. In many cases he be- 
longs to the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Sta- 
blemen and Helpers of America, 
which sets his wages at from $40 a 
week for a one-ton trick to $48 for 
@ seven-and-a-half-ton car. 

But while all kinds of people talk 
about what’s going to be done and 
what ought to be done, it is the 
Police Department that. keeps New 
York’s enormous streams of trucks 
moving under existing conditions. 

“Our first duty in regard to traf- 
fic,’’? said First Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Hoyt, ‘‘is to protect peo- 
ple against accidents. This.is-a 
pretty stiff job in a crowded city, 
but we are now making an. actual 
yearly reduction in the number of 
accidents. I don’t mean simply a 
reduction in proportion to the popu- 
lation or automobile registration, but 
a decrease in the number of acci- 
dents themselves. That is a much 
more difficult record to attain. 

“Speed is the next point we have to 





keep in mind after safety. Our time

LEXANDER McNAB, marine 
engineer of Bridgeport, Conn., 
promises to come to the relief 

of the white-flanneled driver 
who has to get out in the mud to jack 
up his car when a tire goes flat. He 
has invented a hydro-pneumatic lift- 
ing device that may be operated 
from inside the car. 


One merely turns a knob in the 
floor, switches a lever on the dash, 
and starts his engine. A plunger 
drops down beside the limping wheel; 
a pump starts to work, and in thir- 
teen seconds the tire is off the ground. 
When a new wheel or tire has been 
put on, the car is-lowered by a re- 
versal of the process.. The jack re- 
turns to its housing. 


A shock absorber is combined with 
the. jack. Its. operation is described 
as follows: 


"A double piston head.is employed, 
one in the oil chamber and the other 
in an air chamber above. When the 
wheel drops into a hole in the road, 
the drop is slowed up by the resis- 
tatice of the ofl) At the end of the 
piston travel, instead of the piston 
coming to,a sudden stop, the stroke 
is tapered off by the air piston-head 
working against a vacuum. On the 
return, or up stroke, the oil is passed 
through valves without resistance, 
but the, air. piston-head creates a 
pneumatic pressure which softens 
the rebound.”

Insurance Now Available. 


Within the week four of the lead- 
ing fire insurance companies and 
four casualty companies haye formed 
the United States Aircraft Insurance 
Group, pooling their facilities for the 
purpose of providing a market for 
all forms of liability insurance.

Lines to Be Extended. 


The Pacific Air Transport, now 
affiliated with the Boeing Company, 
operates between Seattle and Los 
Angeles, a distance of 1,099 miles. 
This line has carried 1,547 passen- 
gers over 500,000 passenger miles. 

By Jan. 1, 1929, Montreal will 
be connected by American air mail 
lines with Havana and the Antilles, 
Central America and the Canal Zone. 
Plans for the extension of the south- 
ern end of this service into South 
America have already been made. 

Over much of this distance planes 
are already in operation, carrying 
both passengers and mail. The Ca- 
nadian Colonial Airways—an Amer- 
ican subsidiary—will begin to per- 
form its air mail contract for the 
New York-Moyfreal route on Sept. 1. 
Passengers will be ‘carried. 


On May 1 the Pitcairn Company 
of Philadelphia started regular ser- 
vice between Hadley Field and At- 
lanta, over a lighted airway. 

Surveys have been started for the 
Atlanta-Miami line, to be operated 
by the Pitcairn Company. It will 
connect with the Pan. American Air 
ways line to Key West, Havana, the 
Antilles and Central] America, 

The Pan.American Company has 
contracted for six. tri-motored Fok- 
ker transports to supplement the 
fleet already in use, and in the first 
six months of 1929 expects to in- 
crease thig fleet to thirty-one planes. 

Postmaster, General New reported 
this week that the twenty air mail 
lines of the country. carried a total 
of 209,760 pounds of mail in. June, 
an increase of 10,351 pounds over 
the month of May.

RIDING THE FLEECY CLOUDS OUT WEST 





N the seventh instalment,.of 
his experiences in crossing 
the. Continent by regular air 

lines, Dr. Hoffman describes the 
impressive scentc beauties in the 
round trip between San Francis- 
co and Portland and reports a 
saving of 19 hours over train 
travel. The eighth article will 
appear next Sunday.

NE has never adequately seen 
the west ‘coast of the United 
States until one has seen it from 
the air. The air journey from 

San Francisco to Portland, Ore., is 
an’ Inspiring experience. The sky 
vistas are of unusual grandeur; if 
one sails over cl6uds for an hour or 
more he will see what mortal eyes 
can never see from below. Besides, 
the journey is a substantial time- 
saver; the extra cost: seems of small 
importance: 

The train of the Southern Pacific 
leaves San Francisco at 7:40 A. M., 
but does not arrive. at Portland till 
the next day at 8:30:A;M. The rail- 
road fare on the Shasta Limited is 
$35.31, including lower berth on. a 
Pullman, but meals and tips enroute 
would add about $5,°making $40 in 
round figures for the train trip. The 
air journey begins at Oakland Air- 
port at 6 A. M. and the arrival at 
Portland is scheduled for 11:30 A, 
M.; the cost, everything in¢luded, 
(unchis served free), $68. But to 
this must be added some additional 
expenses in reaching the Oakland 
Airport, some fifteen «miles or more 
from the ‘centre of Oakland: It is a 
hard journey, but the results pay for 
the trouble. At:present it is neces- 
sary to stay in Oakland over night 
and have a 8:45°A: M. call for the 
taxi,’ departing at 4 A. M. for the 
plane connection, 

The name of my pilot was Gil- 
house, who told me that he ‘had had 
seven years of successful fiying ex- 
perience without a serious accident. 
The plane was a standard: Boeing 
machine of the single motor biplane 
type, powered with a 410 horsepower 
Wasp engine. It ‘had accommoda- 
tions for four passengers. Every seat. 
was filled on leaving. We left the 
ground promptly at 5 A. M, and were 
soon 1,000 feet. above Alameda 
County. Gradually we rose until we 
were entirely above an immense 
ocean of fleécy clouds. It was the 
most beautiful cloudscape in my ¢éx- 
perience. 

Plane Seems to Stand Still, 

Half an hour Jeter we could once 
more see thei country below. It was 
@ rugged mass: Although we were 
going at the rate.of between eighty

and ‘ninety ‘miles an hour the plane 
seemed to stand still jn the air. The 
rice and wheat fidlds below presented 
a. picture of soil ultilization.- Irriga- 
tion canals could be ‘plainly ‘seen 
traversing the country. in_ all direc- 
tions. The Sacaramento River was 
not yet in sight. But by 7 o’clock 
we began to follow the river course. 
The mountains to the east were 
clearly visibie and began to show 
snow. capped summits. Mount Lassen 
was hidden in .mist, but suddenly 
Mount Shasta appeared, possibly 
fifty miles away. We were now fly- 
ing at an altitude \6f 6)000° feet) ‘The 
gradual approach. toward:. Mount 
Shasta was a marvelous experience. 
This passage is the experience of 
a lifetime. As often as I have made 
this stretch of country by rail I 
never before realized more than a 
fraction of its amazing’ beauty, The 
Klamath River was passed‘ at about 
8:15. The entire Cascade range 
came in sight. We passed the State 
line into Oregon, Medford, the 
only stop between San Francisco and 
Portland was reached at 8:30. 


Mishap at Take-off. 

After refueling and taking on some 
mail we made anew start’ about 
fifteen minutés later. Hardly had we 
got under way ‘when with a loud 
crash the plane collapsed ‘while still 
on the ground. We had struck a rock 
and broken an axle of the undercar- 
tiage and injuries were sustained to 
the ‘wire and supports of one of the 
wings. 

All passengers at once made ar 
rangements to proceed to Portland a 
few hours later by rail on the Shasta 
Limited. “But just then we were in- 
formed by a courteous’ ticket agent 
that a relief plane was being sent out 
from San Francisco and ‘was due at 
2:30 P.M. We canceled our train 
reservation and in due cotirse the 
plane appeared and our journey was 
resumed. 


Our new pilot, Mr. Starbuck, start 





ed off in fine shap> at 3 o’clock. 
From a height of 4,000 feet the coun- 
try below made a charming appear- 
ance. Endless pear and apple or- 
ehards looked like trees in toyland. 
Half an hour later we;,had risen to 
7,000 feet... Vast forests now appeared, 
Albany (Ore.) was reached at 4:55 
and Salem, the State capital, at 5:10. 
Both make a pretty Western picture 
from a height of about 4,000 feet. 
Séttlements increesc; ‘and. after 
passing’ Oregon: City, with its large 
paper mills, Portland was passed 
over at 5:35, and a safe landing was 
made at the Vancouver (Wash.) Air- 
port... From. the. air .the Columbia 
River makes a matchless water scene, 
Here our journey ended. From the 
Vancouver Airport by land to the 
heart of Portland takes about forty 
minutes. The airrort is, as. yet, 
primitive, wanting in all modcrn con- 
veniences for a passenger service. 


The Return Trip, 

On my return from Portland to 
San Francisco I traveled over the 
same route, but each new experience 
unfolded new surprising views. The 
plane ‘left Vancouver Airport at 6:30 
A; M: > Medford was reached at 9:10 
A. M., a little behind time. Here 
we passed another plane up in the 
air, a beautiful sight and at present 
rather novel. 

After leaving Medford we passed 
irito a*heavy fog belt, at an altitude 
of 4,000 feet. Soon it appeared as 
if we were lost; the ship made one 
wide circle and recovered its posi- 
tion, flying steadily southward with 
no landmarks visible for guidance. 
It ‘was an extraordinary experience, 
though of short duration. Going at 
the ‘raté of almost a hundred miles 
an hour’ over an extremely rugged 
mountain’ section, it was not a wild 
conjecture that we might hit some- 
thing, if but a tree-top, and crash. 

Short as the experience was it 
brought home to me that the greatest 
risk in aviation is that of flying in 





a fog without the most modern aids 
to air navigation. But rising higher 
we soon once more saw the blue sky 
and never have I welcomed it more. 
My traveling comparion looked 
frightened, scarcely daring to move. 
We had passed through ‘hours in a 
perhaps ten minutes of tense mo- 
ments. But after it was over I 
felt that I’ would’ not like to have 
missed it: 


Heavy Bumps. 

After 10 o’clock we. experienced 
some heavy bumps, put nothing very. 
trying. I find that the expected sen- 
sations of air pockets rarely mate- 
rialize, Occasionally, far below, one 
could make out seemingly endless 
transmission lines of. electrical en- 
ergy from hydroelectric plants. 


Near the. end .of the journey we 
passed over waters adjacent. to San 
Francisco and. the. plane cut,.diagon- 
ally across to. land at. Crissy. Field 
to: deposit the mail. Passengers are 
not allowed to land there.. The plane 
soon rose again. and cut across the 
Golden Gate. to fly over, the bay to 
Oakland <Airport.. Here we, landed 
safely at 1:35.P..M.. But it.was well 
near 3 o’clock before I, reached my 
hotel after. several , trying. changes 
from auto to electric train, the ferry 
and at last.a taxicab.. 

The rail distance is. 771.miles, while 
the air distance. is, of course, meas- 
urably shorter, about 667 miles. .Under 
normal conditions the plane leaves 
Oakland Airport at 5 A,.M. and ar- 
rives at Portland. or Vancouver. Air- 
port at 11:30 A, M,. In other words, 
the air trip is made in six and a half 
hours, against twenty-five. hours and 
twenty minutes by rail. The air time 
will in. due course be diminished, for 
a, good modern high-power, passenger. 
plane. could average 120 miles an 
hour. The. real: hindrances to gcod, 
air transport are the .at. present 
crude transport facilities, and exces- 
sive. distances. between .cities. and 
their airports... That there will be 
improvements in this matter. is, how- 
ever, a foregone conclusion... Mean- 
time the unrivaled attractions of air 
travel fully eompensate for its pres 
ent-day disadvantages,

“Error in Air Observations. — 

Fluctuations in the strength of the 
wind, easily determinable in a ship, 
are extremely difficult to detect in’ 
a plane, and the same can be said of 
changes of direction. 

Thus to find an air position’ with 
relation to the earth while flying is 
an exceedingly difficult thing in prac- 
tice because of the wide margins of 
error, and these difficulties are made 
clearer in the Guggenheim bulletin: 

“*The question may rightly be asked 
as to what degree of accuracy may be 
expected in using the latest methods 
of celestial avigation.

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RADIO “EYE” MADE SENSITIVE; 
TELEVISION WORKS OUTDOORS 





Powerful Glare of Artificial Light on Image to Be Broadcast Is No 
Longer Required—How Motion Pictures of Scenes Are Radioed 
With the Aid of Sunlight 


ELEVISION. has taken another 
* step forward. The actors of 

the radio screen hitherto have 
had to be highly illuminated by the 
glare of artificial lights. This intense 
illumination had to be. overcome be- 
fore television could step from the 
studio and broadcast outdoor scenes 
illuminated only by the sun,. The en- 
gineers of the Bell Laboratories have 
succeeded in using the rays of the 
sun instead of powerful , artificial 
light. They have made. the photo- 
electric cell, the electrical ‘‘eye’’ of 
radio, much more sensitive. They 
have built a radio camera. which re- 
sembles the type employed in a pho- 
tographic studio. They can point the 
lens into a Yale. Bowl,.the Yankee 
Stadium, at Niagara or at*a prize 
fight and can radio a panoramic mo- 
tion picture view of the scene. 


The lens, about five inches in diam- 
eter, peeks out of.a black hood. Be- 
hind the lens is. Nipkow’s aluminum 
disk, three feet in diameter, with fif- 
ty tiny holes arranged.as a spiral not 
far from the outer rim. A motor 
whirls the disk so that each little 
hole flashes past a given point eigh- 
teen times in a second... There are 
900 lines of light that ‘‘paint’’ the 
radio image. So rapidly, are these 
lines made that there is no line 
structure apparent at the. receiving 
screen. The reproduction looks like 
a regular motion picture,. although 
it is not quite as clear as the movies 
of the silver screen, If the, sunlight 
is strong the picture is clearer. 
Clouds that shut off the sun make 
the image look like a, photograph 
taken when the sun is behind the 
clouds. 


How the ‘‘Eye’’ Functions. 


The photo-electric cell is .shielded 
from all light except that, which 
reaches it from the lens by housing 
the cell in.a black box,in the top of 
the camera. The duty of the photo- 
electric cell is to transform the light 
into electric impulses that actuate 
the radio transmitter, just as a micro- 
phone changes sound into electricity. 
The variations in.the current repre- 
sent the. variations in. light’ and 
shade of the scene to which. the lens: 
is. exposed... The variations must be 
of a certain intensity, otherwise they 
are obscured by..other current. varia- 
tions, which arise from. the, process 
of amplification, by. vacuum. tubes, 
or by interfering currents; picked up 
during transmission either by, wire or 
radio. The variations of the. current 
caused by the photo-electric, cell 
must be large compared to: those 
caused by. irrelevant.and interfering 
currents, just as speech must be 
louder to be understood when there 
are interfering noisés:.. The | large 
variations in ‘the current from the 
photo-electric cell require sharp con- 
trast in the scene, and.therefore in- 
tense illumination has been required 
in the past. But, now the “electric 
eye’ is more sensitive: “It does not 
require such bright light. 


Illumination Is Necessary,

A 
quick flash of intense light produces 
relatively little inconvenience, due 
apparently to the sluggishness of that 
physiological process of sight which 
is exemplified in the persistence of 
vision. 

“The requirement of high illumina- 
tion of the scene for the photo-elec- 
tric cell and of low average illumi- 
nation for the human participants 
was formerly met by flashing an in- 
tense light upon just that small. por- 
tion of the scene to which at the mo- 
ment the photo-electric cell.should be 
exposed. Instead, therefore, of plac- 
ing the shield between the cell and 
the scene, it is between the scene end 
a light source. This light is in addi- 
tion to that which is normal! to the 
scene and its action. As the aperture 
of the shield moves, a narrow beam 
from this light scans succesive areas 
of the scene. The illumination of 
each area is sufficient to cause in the 
photo-electric cell a current above 
the ‘noise level’ of any interfering 
currents. In sweeping the scene the 
scanning beam rests on each portion 
for only one twenty-five hundredth 
of the time. Upon the participants in 
the scene therefore the effect is 
about the same as if they were con- 
tinuously exposed to a steady light 
one twenty-five-hundredth as _ in- 
tense.”’ 


Radio Vision Summarized. 


The operation of the improved tele- 
vision system is summarized as fol- 
lows: At the broadcasting station 
the sunlight floods the scene to be 
transmitted. The camera lens picks 
up the scene and the photo-electric 
cell produces current variations cor- 
responding to the variations in light 
and shade of the scene. These vari- 
ations, amplified. by vacuum tubes, 
are sent to.the broadcasting station 
either by wire or by radio. There 
they are. again amplified and im- 
pressed upon a neon tube. This tube 
glows with a brilliancy corresponding 





at each instant to the brilliancy of 
that area of the scene which origi- 
nated the current, The observer sees 
the tube through a scanning aperture 
which moves synchronously with the 
corresponding aperture which con- 
trols the beam of light at the trans- 
mitting station. The process of scan- 
ning the entire scene, and of expos- 
ing: the succesive areas of the neon 
tube, occurs in a fraction of time 
well within the limit for persistence 
of vision. Hence the eye and brain 
of the observer perceive the scene 
as a whole. 


The small neon tube, which is 
viewed through the succeeding holes 
of the rotating disk in the receiving 
equipment of the television system for 
a single observer, is not suitable for 
a number of observers. For presen- 
tation of a scene to an audience there 
was developed in Bell Telephone 
Laboratories an apparatus which is 
conveniently named a ‘‘grid’’ receiv- 
er to distinguish it from the ‘‘disk’’ 
receiver. In disk reception the image 
of the distant scene forms a small 
bright picture about two inches by 
two and one-half inches high. To 
present an image on a picture plane 
large enough to be viewed by a con- 
siderable audience a different method 
has to be employed. 


So far as the transmitting equipment 
is concerned, it makes no difference 
whether it is the disk or the grid 
which is being used at the receiving 
station,’ or even whether or not both 
are ‘being used simultaneously by 
being connected in parallel. When 
the disk equipment is in use its scan- 
ning disk must be driven exactly in 
step with the corresponding disk of 
the ‘transmitting apparatus. The 
same motor system is used to drive 
a brush switch when the grid re- 
ceiver is operating. This brush 
then rotates in step with the disk at 
the transmitting station. It serves to 
connect the circuit, along which the 
photo-electric cell is sending its ob- 
servations, to one after the other of 
the pairs of electrodes in the grid.

Mariners Laud 2U0’s Press Service Inaugurated Upon Byrd’s Sugges- 
tion—Ships on Other Side of the Globe Maintain Contact with 
Times Square via Short-Wave Radio 


E are piled high on Nukulailai 
Reef. Your signals are.always 
R-10 (loudest a signal can be 

reported) and the clean-cut, snappy 
sending of the operators makes it a 
pleasure to copy your press.’’ The 
Nukulailai Reef is an atoll in the 
Ellice group of the South Sea Islands. 
It is just one of the many jagged 
coral teeth that lurk below the sur- 
face of the ocean ‘to tear the bottoms 
of ships that venture too close. Not 
sO many years ago when an unwary 
ship ran upon the reefs the crew 
put off in the small boats and the 
hulk was left to bleach its bones in 
the torrid tropic sun.. Today, the 
progressive science of navigation has 
made it possible to salvage the prey 
of the reefs; and while the crew is 
standing by waiting for aid, radio 
brings to them the news of the 
world. 


Late in March the Nukulailai 
Reef claimed the S. S: Steelmaker 
of the Isthmian Steamship Lines. 
For a month, while the ship was 
piled up waiting for the Peacock to 
Salvage her, the. officers and the 
crew were kept in touch with what 
was happening in the world beyond 
their rolling horizon by Nu-2U0, the 
short wave radio. station of Tum Nsw 
YorK Timgs.. The letter of apprecia- 
tion that the steamer’s radio opera- 
tor sent back is but one of.many 
that. come into the station from all 
‘parts of the world. 


This ‘is a service with world-wide 
circulation. It is. delivered into the 
roving, ‘rolling homes of the men who 
follow the sea,'and no matter whether 
they are sailing along under a tropic 
moon over a smooth, undulating 
ocean, riding a typhoon in the South 
Seas, bucking a head wind at the 
Horn, pitching over the stormy At- 
lantic or forcing their way through 
the ice floes and bergs of the polar 
seas, every morning at 1 o'clock, 
Eastern. Standard ,Time, out of the 
ether. comes the fleet dots and 
dashes from New York that speed 
the news of the world. 


Big News Stories Summarized. 


The growth of this service from a 
few casual reports sent at regular in- 
tervals to Commander Richard BH, 
Byrd’s Polar Expedition in 1926 to 
its present world-embracing belt of 
information is an interesting story of 
the service that a newspaper extends 
to readers. During this expedition 
Commander Byrd asked ‘that news 
reports be sent to him at ‘regular in- 
tervals. There was no idea at that 
time of spreading the scope of this 
service. ‘The’ wiréless’ chief of the 
station, ‘realizing ithe Arctic explor- 
er’s interest in ‘world events, started 


to send him nightly summaries of 
the big news stories of the day; but 
Commander Byrd was not the only 
one. who tuned in on the news 
from the metropolis. Shortly after 
the service began operators on ships 
in the Atlantic identified the station 
and sent back messages of thanks 
for the service. These were followed 
by more dispatches from the Pacific 
and Indian oc ans. Even then 
there was no thought of extending 
the service to a nightly program; 
but as letters asking for more news 
and congratulating the station on the 
concise and complete summaries of 
the big events of the day came in ac- 
companied by requests that the ser- 
vice be continued, it was decided to 
keep the station on the air. 


In July, 1926, Station 2U0O started 
its schedule of daily broadcasts at 1 
o’clock each morning, Eastern Stand- 
ard Time, with summaries of im- 
portant local, national and foreign 
news events and sport stories. Iso- 
lated army posts, naval vessels, 
tramp steamers, merchantmen and 
fleet passenger ships are among the 
recipients. But they are not all. 
Amateurs in every. country listen in 
night after night for the station’s 
call letters. Each day brings its 
quota of mail that 2UO has been 
picked up in distant places and that 
it will form a regular feature in the 
future. A number of the passenger 
boats, plying in distant waters, print 


things of interest during the journey, 
the personnel of the crew and promi- 
nent passengers aboard. Pre-eminent 
among these is the daily news 
synopsis that comes out of the ether 
from 2U0, thousands of miles away. 
At no time are the passengers or 
crew of these ships out. of close con- 
tact with the current news of the 
times.

It was a still greater. surprise 
for the boys when they came in for 
‘brekker’ and found it . awaiting 
them.’’ The boys were a group of 
American and European engineers in 
the oil fields seventy-five miles in- 
land from Maracaibo. From Yukon 
Territory, H. G. Blankman, Regis- 
trar at Dawson, writes: “I logged 
your station for the first time last 
night. I will, in the future, take 
great pleasure in listening to you at 
9 P. M. (our time).” Down near 
the southern tip of South America 
George Davis sends his regards and 
greetings from Buenos Aires: ‘‘I 
have been copying your press every 
hight and did‘ not miss you once. on 
the trip. Was able to copy you on 
the ‘mill’ most ‘of the ‘time, éven 
when passing through

this season than ever before, accord- 
ing to radio engineers, despite an 
annoying proclivity on the (pertvot! 
various last year’s AC set models to 
allow tubes to burn out prematurely. 

A year’s observation of the sets in 
actual operation throughout the coun- 
try has afforded designers an oppor- 
tunity of gathering information 
which was largely lacking for last 
year’s sets. 

When some of the electric sets 
were introduced during the past sea- 
son, according to engineers‘of E. T. 
Cunningham, Inc., radio tube 
makers, very little information was 
available to set designers concerning 
electric. line voltage conditions 
throughout the country. As a result 
many set manufacturers ‘‘were re- 
sponsible for their products being se- 
verely overloaded,’’ resulting in an 
abnormally high mortality of some 
of the new alternating current type 
of tubes, 


Overload Causes Haut 


“Conditions of overload cannot be 
detected by listening to the loud 
speaker,’’ said R. M. Wise, Chief En- 
gineer of the Cunningham company. 

“Overload on a radio tube has the 
effect of shortening its life. 

“Dealers were not fully informed 
as to the proper methods of meeting 
unusual voltage conditions until trou- 
ble developed, either in form of un- 
satisfactory volume or short tube life. 
As dealers obtained additional infor- 
mation and began to make it a prac- 
tice to obtain voltage conditions be- 
fore sets were installed, these initial 
difficulties have been overcome. The 
case is similar to that experienced 
with the electric lamp on abnormally 
high voltages. The lamp burns 
brighter, but their lives are corre- 
spondingly decreased. It is even more 
severe with the radio tube. 

“One condition which has been dif- 
ficult to improve is that of extreme 
voltage fluctuation in certain locali- 
ties. If the lighting line voltage 
changes over a range of twenty to 
thirty volts during the day, the AC 
set may work unsatisfactorily when 
the voltage is lowest, while the tubes 
may be overloaded when the voltage 
is highest. In some cases such con- 
ditions have been remedied by the 
power companies, which have been, 
as a rule, willing to cooperate with 
radio dealers. When such conditions 
cannot be remedied by power com- 
panies, voltage regulating devices 
now coming on the market may be 
used-to secure proper AC set opera-

‘Power Requirements Vary. 

Throughout thé-United States there 
are threé frequently used voltages 
for lighting homes: 110, 115 and 120 
volts. The power companies call 
these values ‘‘nominal voltages.’’ 
These are the values they attempt to 
maintain under all conditions of pow- 
er demand at certain central points 
in the communities. No power com- 
pany can do more than maintain a 
certain voltage at these points with- 
in certain limits, From these ‘points 
of distribution” on to the outlets in 
consumers’ homes is generally the 
region of greatest fluctuation, accord- 
ing to measurements made in the 
New York area. Apartment houses 
are often found inadequately wired 
for the current demand of tenants 
when all the lights are turned on and 
other elecrical apparatus and gets are 
being operated, power companies de- 
clare. Sets adjusted to work well 
when the line voltage is lowest, due 
to such conditions, will probably be 
seriously overloaded when operated 
during the day when the current de- 
mand is least and the voltage rises 
proportionately. 

Tube manufacturers point out that 
a ‘“‘variation of ten volts in the line 
will not effect the performance of 
the AC set, provided the tubes are 
not overloaded.’”’ For instance, say 
the radio service man who installs a 
certain set knows by test that it will 
be overloaded to the limit if the line 
voltage ever reaches 116 volts, plus 
5 per cent., or 121.8 volts. If the line 
variation throughout the day where 
the set is to be installed is found to 
be 10 volts the safe plan is to reduce 
the line voltage by 10 volts, or to 
approximately 112 volts; when it is 
above this value, by furnishing a 
fixed power line resistor with all in- 
stallations. This will prevent the 
voltage from ever exceeding the ap- 





tion.’’

RADIO SET DISTRIBUTION 
PARALLELS THE MOTORS 


“Distribution of radio receiving sets 


in the United States closely parallels 
that. of automobiles, according to a 


survey made for the Federal Radio 


Commission. 


The number of passenger automo- 
biles in the United States is 19,237,171 
and the number of receiving sets is 
estimated at 12,000,000. Of these 
7,500,000 are standard receiving sets 
with loud-speaker volume, the others 
being crystal and one-tube receivers. 
New York heads the list of States 
with 1,508,314 automobile and 853,- 
000 standard receiving sets. Penn- 
sylvania is second in number of radio 
sets but fourth in automobiles, and 
Iilinois is third on the radio and fifth 
on the auto list. California ranks 
fourth in radios and: second in auto- 
mobiles, and Ohio is fifth in radios 
and third in automobiles. Most of 
the States, however, have the same 
ranking on both lists. 


The survey shows income taxes 
paid are a dominating factor in the 
size of the local radio audience,. the 
number of sets in use corresponding 
much more closely to this money 
total than to the population figure.

RICKARD ENDS FIGHT 
ON TUNNEY'S FLIGHT 


Won't Seek Court Writ, but He 
Still Hopes Champion Will 
Give Up Air Trip.

Local developments with respect to 
Gene Tunney’s intention to:fly to this 
city from his training camp at Specu- 
lator, N. Y., on the day of his battle 
with Tom, Heeney for the  heavy- 
weight title were ‘conspicuously 
absent yesterday.

business man. He invests his money 
in real estate to make a profit, just 
as any other big business man invests 
his money in any particular industry 
or business. So, being a business 
man, the owner or purchaser of a 
building in Manhattan expects that 
roduce a net revenue in 
keeping with his investment and the 
value of the land and building. As 
the assessed valuation on his. prop- 
erty increases, so do the taxes he 
must pay. 

“And when that assessed valuation 
and its taxes reach a point where the 
building cannot produce a fair net 
return, then that building, regardless 
of how fine it may be or how modern 
it may be, becomes an unsound in- 
vestment and it must be replaced. 

“A building in any: given location 
can produce just so much revenue at 
its maximum. If it is so located that 
it justifies an assessed valuation that 
increases year by year as the neigh- 
borhood grows and develops, that 
building must be of such a charac- 
ter and size as to meet the competi- 
tion of surrounding similar buildings, 
old.and new, and so earn a fair re- 
turn on the money invested in it. 

Economy in Height. 

“If the swift-moving city leaves it 
behind in the march to progress; if 
it is. too. small to accommodate 
enough tenants to enable it to earn 
Sufficient revenue; if it is out-dated 
in its equipment and. service, then 
it is economically unsound to con- 
tinue it as a ‘going concern.’ By 
the same token it becomes an eco- 
nomically sound thing to reeplace it 
with a better building, a bigger 
building, a building that is in keep- 
ing with the time and the future 
re quirements. 

‘It is really a very simple proposi- 
Hos after all. The question is not 
whether a fine building is torn down, 
but rather whether. the existing build- 
ing fulfills its purpose. If it does, 
it belongs there, If it does not, then 
it must give.way-.for the pressure of 
city growth and. development. 

“This principle of necessity finds 
illustration in two cases within the 
past year in which our own organiza- 
tion . was. directly interested... Park 
Avenue, preferred as it is as a resi- 
dential section, cannot keep ‘pace 
with the demands for modern apart- 
ment accommodations, 

“The older buildings, which may 
actually be of comparatively recent 
construction, must give way to newer 
and larger and finer buildings. We 
turchased a nine-story building at 
Highty-third Street and Park Avenue 
and replaced it with a fourteen-story 
avartment building, and later on pur- 
ehesed the eisht-story elevator build- 
ing at the southeast corner of Eighti- 
eth Street and Park Avenue and re- 
placed it with a fourteen-story apart 
ment stricture 

“In both these cases we were gov- 
erned by the law of supply and de- 
mand; we built these architecturally 
fine modern apartment structures to 
take care of that type of family who 
insist upon the utmost in comfort and 
convenience...- The ‘buildings ‘these 
two struciures. replaced no longer ful- 
filled their purposes. While they were 
comparatively nhew' physically, they 
were in fact old in face of New-York 
City’s growth. It followed asa nat- 
ural thing that they had.to go: 

“The obsérvaht periodic visitor to 
New York ‘never: ceases to marvel at 
the inetreasing changes in the skyline 
of our city. The continual process of 
rebuilding is an economic process dic- 
tated by need’ and growth and not by

TO REZONE BiG AREA 


Association Seeks Change to 
Residence Use for East 
Side District. 


The First Avenue Association, Inc., 
announced. plans. yesterday. for. the 
launching of a rezoning movement 
involving a large area on the east 
side. The association plans to trans- 
form the entire region from -First 
Avenue to the East River, between 
Fifty-fourth and Fifty-ninth Streets, 
into a solid residential district, 

Signatures to a petition asking the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment to restrict. this whole area to 
‘residence use’’ are now being ob- 
tained,. the cnnouncement said. It 
is planned to present the matter to 
the Board of Estimate early. in the 
Fall, there being every indication, 
according to the, association, that by 
that time the necessary. signatures of 
owners of 50 per cent. or more’ of the 
frontages to be altered will: be ob- 
tained. 

“Provision for business is: being 
made through zoing all four corners 
of the wide streets—Seventy-second, 
seventy-ninth and: Highty-sixth—for 
business use and First Avénue itself 
will, of course, be retained as a busi- 
ness thoroughfare,”’ said J. J. Hack- 
ett Jr., Secretary of the association, 
in relating the association’s plans. 

‘‘Hundreds of property owners have 
expressed themselves as favoring our 
rezoning,’’ he continued. ‘“They real- 
ize that' what is happening at Sutton 
Place and Beekman Place and in 
Fifty-seventh Street are only’ por- 
tents. It is confidently believed that 
within the next dozen years there 
will be built up between First Ave- 
nue and the East River from Tudor 
City to Carl Schurz Park one of the 
finest apartment colonies in any city 
of the world, 

“The zoning committee of the First 
Avenue Association spént consider- 
able time on a preliminary ‘surve 
before launching the present a 
tempt to obtain residential restric- 
tions.

IURGES CIVIC BACKING 


OF BROOKLYN PLANS 


L. H, Pounds Suggests Support 
of Public Projects by 
Leaders. 


The organization of a committee of 
Brooklyn leaders whose duty it 
would be to study the ‘needs of the 
borough, decide on which. improve- 
ments were needed the. most, and 
then launch a campaign for’ their 
completion, was the suggestion made 
yesterday by Lewis H: Pounds, Presi- 
dent. of the Brooklyn Real Estate 
Board, in discussing the many prob- 
lems now facing the community. 

*‘A dozen:or more public projects,’’ 
said Mr. Pounds, ‘‘are being advo- 
cated at the present time. These in- 
clude such necessary improvements 
as ‘the Tri-Borough Bridge, ‘the 
Thirty-eighth Street-East River Tun- 
nel, one or more vehicular tunnels 
from Brooklyn to Manhattan, and a 


bridge or ‘tunnel to Staten Island. 
All of these things are needed, but 
it is obviously impossible to build 
them all at once. Yet we keep urg- 
ing all of them and apparently we 
are’getting nowhere. It is like using 
a, scattergun when a rifle might be 
the proper :weapon. 

"The borough’s needs. at this time 
can be most adequately met by 
éstablishing the priority or ordér that 
should be: observed in determin- 
ing and financing the projects that 
are ‘so obviously necessary. A com- 
mittee .such as I have suggested 
could study the requiréments of the 
borough 4s ‘a whole and then work 
out ‘a program which could be cor- 
telated with the projects already in 
existence or being planned. In other 
words, by ‘devoting our energies to 
one or two important improvements 
now, and taking up others in the or- 

er of their importance, we could 
put, such force behind our demands 
that failure would be practically im- 
possible.
